The passing of W. J. (Bill), 
Ferguson in the Spruce Lawn 
Private Hospital on Saturday 
is regretted by a wide circle of 
friends in Lindsay and district.

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What’s in a ‘flag? 


Great Religious Signiiicance 


is embodied in Red Ensign 
from the Chatham Daily News

It has been announced that the goy- 
ernment is going to assign us a new 
flag. Our nation for years has been 
flying the Red Wnsign. If we have to 
surrender the Red Hnsign Jet us take 
note of the symbolism the Red Ensign 
has been telling us all down through 
the years. 

Our text could be “In the Name 
of Our God, we will set our banners”. 
The Red Ensign has three banners. 
First of all there is the flag of St 
George: a red rectangular cross on a 
white background. The flag was 
brought into being to honor St. George 
who suffered martyrdom at the hands 
of the Romans because he retused to 
give up the Faith. Then this flag was 
flying from the ships of Drake, Fro- 
bisher, Howard and other great cap- 
tains whose ships defeated and drove 
into destruction the vessels of the 
Spanish Armada when it came against 
England to humble her and destroy 
her Protestant, Biblical heritage. 
What's in a flag? There is your answer. 
BLESSED NATION 

Another “banner” in the Red Ensign 
is the cross of St. Andrew. A diagonal 
cross on a blue background. The cross 
of St. Andrew is in honor of the Apostle 
Andrew of Holy Scripture. So the Red 
Ensign salutes the eternal Word of 
God. What’s in a flag? That great 
significance is in the Red Ensign. When 
Bngland and Scotland were united, the 
cross of St. George of England and the 
cross of St. Andrew of Scotland were 
combined. Such a combination recog- 
nizes the truth: “Blessed is that nation 
whose God is the Lord”. 

The third “banner” in the Red Hn- 
sign is the cross of St. Patrick. It is a 
red diagonal cross on a white field. 
This pays honor to Ireland. You will 
remember from your history that in 
the fourth or fifth century A.D. Patrick 
was the first missionary to Ireland. 
Extracts from his messages show that 
he was an evangelical .. . a New Test- 
ament fundamentalist . . . because he 
preached that salvation was in the 
Lord Jesus Christ to be obtained, not 
by works, but by faith in the finished 
work of Christ. He then evangelized 
much of England. Patrick was in his 
day what John Wesley and George 
Whitfield were in their days. Early in 
the nineteenth century the cross of St. 
Patrick was blended with the cross of 
St George and St. Andrew when the 
eountries joined together forming 
Great Britain. So the Red Ensign has 
been a reminder that the Gospel as 
preached by Patrick, liberates men and 
women from their sins to make them 
better citizens in the lands they live. 
the Red Ensign came to be called a 
The “Union Jack” in the corner of 
“Jack” because it waS worn on the 
uniforms or jackets covering the arm- 
our of the English soldiers. And it was 
called “Union” Jack because of the 
union of the respective countries and 
their flags. 


COAT OF ARMS 

On the coat of arms on the Red 
Ensign is the red lion focused on a 
golden background. This became the 
emblem of the Scottish Kings. The 
three lions in the same coat of arms 
were taken from the standerd of Wil- 
liam of Normandy who came to Eng- 
land in 1066 and instituted many 
worthwhile and abiding nation-build- 
ing values. This French connection 
and the fleur de lis of France on this 
Same coat of arms in the Red Ensign 
pays homage to the French people of 
history and the millions of French 
citizens in our present nation. The 
harp of course dates back many years 
in Ireland and brings Ireland into the 
picture. 

What's in a flag? All that isin the 
Red Ensign links us to our forefathers 
who came from those countries to our 
shores and sacrificially hewed out of 
the wilderness villages, towns and 
cities, and churches, and laid the found- 
ation for our present, prospering 
nation. 

To scrap such a flag is to forget the 
past. When Israel crossed the Jordan 
River, the Lord ordered a mound of 
stones to be heaped up in the midst, 
So that when their children asked: 
“What mean ye by these stones?” they 
could be told the glorious past and the 
price of their present blessings. Our

To dispense now with such 
a flag, even for political expediency, 
could divide, not only the English and 
the French people still more . . . but 
could disastrously divide large seg- 
ments of the English speaking peoples 
of our nation. 

Whatever the future holds, regard- 
ing the historic flag or another flag, 
let all those “who name the Name of 
the Lord” lift up, by preaching, witnes- 
sing and holy living, the bloodstained 
banner of our Lord Jesus Christ, so 
that “every creature” might find full 
and free liberating redemption in 
Christ and that His Cross, our banner, 
may become the rallying point for all 
those who earnestly “contend for the 
Faith”.

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Mr. Pearson’s Last Retreat 


(A translation from Le Devoir) 


On May 19 last in the Commons, Mr- 
Pearson made it clearly understood 
that the life of his government depend- 
ed on the outcome of the flag question: 
“T haye already stated, he said, and I 
think I should make it quite clear that 
when the government submits to Parl- 
jament a matter of policy — and this 
is certainly a matter of policy — the 
government must stand or fall on the 
result of the decision of the House”. 

Yesterday, three Months later, Mr- 
Pearson came before the Members with 
entirely different remarks. Any votes 
on the flag question will not be con- 
sidered by the Government as being 
against party discipline, and there will 
be no question of an election, whatever 
the result of these votes. 

What are we to think of this about- 
face? 

Yesterday's decision is more real- 
istic than that of May. It is more in 
line with the actual content of policy. 
However, it changes radically the 
nature of votes taken in the Commons 
on the flag question. Until now, we 
were faced with a resolution concern- 
ing the government and as such, a reso- 
lution of national policy. The govern- 
ment had decided that now was the 
time to endow the country with a defin- 
ite sign of identity. Henceforth, we are 
facing a simple motion put to the 
judgement of Members. Yesterday, the 
question was whether the government 
would obtain a sufficient number of 
votes for its motion. This is not so 
today. 

With the procedure now being adopted 
by the Government. only a very strong 
majority of Members of all parties vot- 
ing for the Pearson motion would give 


it any chance of influence on Canadian - 


opinion. When an elected government 
risks its life on a question, our system 
gives it the right to act in the name of 
the whole country, when such a goyern- 
ment has a majority. But when a gov- 
ernment gets out of it, the situation is 
completely changed. In a matter such 
as this, it becomes imperative to con- 
sider closely the moral and psychologi- 
cal factors while a vote implies. 

For these reasons, it is possible that 
for the moment, Mr. Pearson has dealt 
the death blow to his flag project. 
Whatever the consequences of the 
question of the flag itself, the declara~ 
tion of Mr. Pearson will have the ef- 
fect of undermining the prestige of the 
present government, for two reasons. 

The government chief will rightly be 
accused of irrealism, i.e., of haying been 
a poor chief in this matter. Ordinarily, 
the major obstacles to Ottawa projects 
came from French Canada; the federal 
lJeaders excuse their errors by remind- 
ing us that we are difficult to please. 
This time, the difficulties came from a 
part of the country which Mr. Pearson 
is supposed to know yery well. How 
could the Prime Minister be so pre- 
sumptuous as to become almost ridi- 
culous? In a Parliament divided such as 
this, before launching an idea as danger 
ous as this one, the duty of the chief 
of government was to make sure of the 
reactions of opinion: He had no right to 
toss a trial ballon in the air....-How- 
ever, that is what he did. 

A more serious reproach must be 
made to Mr. Pearson. How can yester- 
day’s “question of principle” suddenly 
become a purely optional question? We 
are not discussing the context of the 
declaration Mr, Pearson made in May; 
it is possible that the Prime Minister er- 
red in making such a declaration. We 
doubt the earnestness of a man who 
yesterday told you it is a question of 
principle and then suddenly announces 
he has changed his opinion. 

We are sorry to address these re- 
proaches to Mr. Pearson. We sincerely 
believe that there is nothing graver 
than a Chief of government who public- 
ly contradicts himself on a question 
of principle. In this case, the contradic- 
tion is materiailly inoffensive. But it 
reveals a mentality which explains per- 
haps more than anything else, the 
weakness of executive power in @ 
large number of democracies. 

Let us not weep over the possible 
death of the Pearson project. The ad- 
option of this project is not a question 
of life or death for the country- 

Let us rather deplore the inconsist- 
ency of a chief of government who, 
in May last, drew premature praise from 
us, today forces us to realize that in a 
matter of principle, he seems lost in 
the fog.

Unconscious at the 
wheel 


Many people who sincerely deplore 
the toll of life taken by cars on the 
roads might be shocked by their own 
unconscious attitude as drivers, ac- 
cording to some recent observations 


made by Dr. Stephen Black in the 


course of investigating the ergonomic 
— or biological study of design — of 
the motor car- 

In an interview with Andrew Gardner 
broadcast in the BBC General Over- 
seas Service programme ‘Science and 
Industry’, Dr. Black explained that his 
psychological study of motorists came 


about as a by-product of his study of — 
the car from an entirely technical — 


angle. Previous research of the kind 
on different machines had shown that 
by using a limited number of subjects 
under deep hypnotic trance many very 
creative ideas about design were ob- 
tained. Using this technique in the 
study of cars. his team had obtained 
much information about the general at- 
titudes of their subjects towards mot- 
oring at the subconscious level. 

As in other spheres, Dr. Black said, 
the unconscious attitude of the motor- 
ist differed from his conscious attitude 
The psycho-pathology of driving a 
motor car was largely dictated by the 
unconscious mind. The “greedy, sel- 
fish and mean” unconscious rather lik- 


ed the idea that there might be ac- 


cidents, because they made driving in- 


teresting, or in some way justified the — 


driver for haying failed to perform an 
aggressive act like overtaking. The un- 
conscious was not concerned with 
safety. “It accepts blandly that the ac- 
cident will not happen to the driver 
himself, but will always happen to 
someone else.” i 

The unconscious mind of man feouut 
not be changed, Dr- Black said, but the 
design of motor cars could be, so that 
at least consciously they were under 


the drivers control. A first requirement 


was the wheels should remain constant- 
ly in adhesion to the road surface. This 
involved wheel-spin during accelera- 
tion, wheel-lock during braking, and 
wheel-bounce when the wheel went 
over an irregularity. To overcome these, 
it was necessary to have a four-wheel 
drive car, with a special differential 
system in the transmission to deliver 
taut evenly to all four wheels. Another 
important point was that bumpers 
should be truly designed for protection. 
They should absorb impact forces, 
should completely surround the car and 
the body of the car itself should be 
made of materials which absorbed en- 
ergy on impact. 

Dr. Black could foresee no real start 
to saving lives on the roads until the 
design of motor cars became a matter 
for international agreement.

STRAWBERRY BEDS NEED 
CARE AFTER HARVEST 
Strawberry beds should be 

renovated immediately after 

harvest to prepare the plants 
for next years crop. Horticul- 
turists with the Ontairo De- 
partment of Agriculture re- 
commend thinning the rows 
to 8 or 10 inches in width. 


This can be accomplished by 


hand tools, rotary hoes or 
garden tractors. The tops of 
the plants should be mowed 
off, use a rotary mower set 
high enough to avoid damage 
Then rake off 
the old foliage and destroy it. 

When weeds have been re- 
moved and thinning is com- 
pleted apply commercial fer- 


tilizer such as 10-10-10 at the 


rate of 142 to 2 pounds per 25 
feet of row. Spread the fertil- 
izer on the soil around the 
plants or over the dry foliage 
and immediately brush off. 
Watering will aid in carrying 
the fertilizer down to the plant 
roots. 

Shallow cultivation should 
be carried out between the 
rows during the rest of the 
summer. It may also be neces- 
sary to trim off any runners 
growing between the rows. 


TIMELY TIPS 

To make a little juice for 
shortcake from fresh berries 
or other fruit, here’s a hint 
from the Foods Department at 
Macdonald Institute, Guelph. 
Add half corn syrup and half 
sugar to sweeten fruit.

Fall fishing at its finest 


Kenora, Ontarlo—Your luck would 
need to be inordinately bad to leave 
these fishing waters empty-handed. 

Thirty thousand, if not 40,000 lakes 
dot this wilderness region 1,250 miles 
northwest of Toronto and the larger 
ones teem with the fightingest game 
fish to be found anywhere in Canada. 

From spring to freeze-up anglers 
pour in by the thousands and now even 
turn up in winter to fish through the 
ice, Baits and tackle are displayed the 
year-round in local shop windows. 

In this region, the walleye is king, 
with upwards of 3,000,000 pounds of 
this species taken by commercial fish- 
ermen alone each year. This is only 
one-quarter of the potential harvest 
estimated by government biologists in 
recet surveys and catches weighing 
five pounds are frequent. 

Great northern pike, lake trout 
that run to 50 pounds, king-size small- 
mouth black bass, maskinonge and 
whitefish also abound in this, the 
worlds largest concentration of lakes 
and streams, many of them still with- 
out names. 

Visitors haye their choice of sliding 
their boats into the Lake of the Woods, 
an immense body of water embracing 
1,000 square miles and dotted with lit- 
erally thousands of islands, or yentur- 
ing into one of the 85 or more “fly-in” 
camps reached from this town of 10,- 


- 000 inhabitants, 


Notable among these is Barney’s 
Ball Lake Lodge, 50 air miles north of 
Kenora, which even has its own camp 
chapel. This was designed to keep 
deyout guests in camp on weekends 
and a priest is flown in every Saturday 
night to conduct the Sunday mass. 

The tariff at this camp, with its own 
filleting and ice-making plants, is $40 
per person per day, everything found, 
except the $30 round-trip fare from 
Kenora, and the accommodation is 
superb. 

There are other camps offering Am- 
erican Plan accommodation for as lit- 
tle as $10 per person per day, but the 
daily average at most runs to about 
$28. 

A fishing holiday to so remote an 
area is something most tourists would 
plan a year ahead. But it is still an 
ideal goal for anyone undecided on a 
fall vacation and open to stiggestions. 
September and October match spring 
and early summer for the best fishing 
and the camps don’t close until after 
the hunting season. 

Kenora, itself is a frontier town 
which typifies Ontario’s romantic 
northland and holds plenty of interest 
for visitors from more southerly climes. 
With a population of over 10,000 it 
boasts four good hotels, each with its 
own cocktail bar and live entertain- 
ment, and a dozen modern motels on 


‘its outskirts. 


While most of its visitors arrive by 
car via the Trans-Canada Highway 
(No. 17), those in a hurry fly first to 
Winnipeg by Air Canada and journey 
the rest of the way (180 miles) by train 
on the CPR’s main line. There are 
four train arrivals daily. 

And in addition to its seaplane base, 
where two airlines—Ontario Central 
and Parsons — serve fishermen and 
hunters, the town has Its own munici- 
pal airport that caters to private planes 
on an all-year, 24-hour a day service.

Nuclear 


Ontario has two nuclear power sta- 
tions and welcomes yisitors to tour 
them. 

One is a 20,000 kilowatt plant on the 
Ottawa River and the other, 10 times 
more powerful, is at Douglas Point on 
Lake Huron. Information centres at 
both stations exhibit plant models and 
films that explain atomic energy and 
its application to the generation of el- 
ectricity and guides are always avail- 
able. 

The smaller complex js Ganada’s 
first atomic generating station and is 
located on Highway 17, near Rolphton 
northwest of Deep River, Here, visit- 
ors are treated to a dramtic view of the 
modern plant from an outdoor obser- 
vation platform, 

The Douglas Point station lies on the 
Lake Huron coast, just off Highway 21, 
about mid-way between Kincardine and 
Port Hlgin, and its white-domed react- 
or building has become a local land- 
mark. Tourists here are greated by 
uniformed guides and shown through 
a reception building housing interesting 
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Silver Hand-Shake? 


Two stones in a tin have often serv- 
ed quite adequately for a baby’s rattle, 
but discriminating infants—and eyen 
more so, proud parents—demand some- 
thing a little more fancy, Joan Harp- 
er reported in a recent BBC broadcast 
on a yaried collection of silver rattles 
dating from the eighteen-nineties to 
the present day which was exhibited 
recently at the British jewellerss’ annu- 
al conference in Brussels. ; 

Because of advances made in die- 
sinking in recent years, said Joan Har- 
per, the workmanship of today’s Brit- 
ish rattles was much finer than that of 
seventy years ago, but the traditional 
designs were still there: “the teddy- 
bears, the birds, the dogs and horses, 
and they are produced at the rate of 
600,000 a year by one firm alone, Pride 
of the collection is undoubtedly a solid 
gold rattle, the head moulded like a 
jester’s bell, mounted on a thin handle 
of mother-of-pearl.” The firm's early 
rattles included “figures of fun like the 
fat boy in a ridiculously small school 
cap, and the carpenter with his can- 
canyas bag of tools. The baby of the 
nineteen-twenties waved a heart-shap- 
ed rattle, a guardsman, or a honey 
bear. In the thirties it became a par- 
rot, Alice in Wonderland, or the ubiqu- 
itous Mickey and Minnie Mouse. And 
today are added simple shapes like a 
closed sea-shell or a giant silver acorn.” 

The firm’s export figures showed 
that the demand for rattles was cert- 
ainly not confined to Britain: “Next 
to Belgium, their best customers are 
Canada, Australia, South Africa, Trini- 
dad and Fiji.” 


Industrial History 


A 13-mile stretch of canal at Strat- 
ford-on-Avyon was re-opened recently 
by Queen Hlizabeth the Queen Mother 
after it had been derelict for oyer thirty 
years. It has been restored by Brit- 
ain’s National Trust, which conseryes 
forests, the countryside and historic 
houses, and is now turning its atten- 
tion to industrial monuments. The 
canals, which were once an important 
means of transport, certainly rank 
-among these. 

L.T.C. Rolt, an engineer who is an 
expert on the early days of the Indus- 
trial Revolution and is working with 
the National Trust and the Ministry of 
Works on this aspect of preservation, 
mentioned other examples of indus- 
trial monuments when he was inter- 
viewed in the BBC General Overseas 
Service programme ‘Here and Now’, 
Some early railways, steam engines, 
mill buildings, factory settlements and 
machinery of all kinds were worthy of 
preservation, he said, both on aesthetic 
and historic grounds. It was only now 
“at the eleventh hour,” when destruc- 
tion was very rapid, that people were 
waking up to their yalue and a nation- 
al survey was being undertaken. 

Mr. Rolt believed that a few of the 
fascinating early steam engines should 
be preserved on site, instead of in mu- 
seums. In fact, a very early New- 
comen engine had now been moyed 
from Coyentry to Dartmout in Devon 
as a permanent memorial to Thomas 
Newcomen, the Dartmouth man who 
“really started the steam engine in 
1712.” Wngland had the earliest iron- 
frame building in the world in a mill 
near Shrewbury, and in Shropshire. 
the earliest cast-iron bridge in the 
world spanned the Severn River. 

Obviously, said Mr. Rolt, not every- 
thing could be preserved, and some ag- 
onizing choices would have to be made, 
But he thought that these relics of in- 
dustrial history would be of increasing 
interest in years to come.

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FRESH PEACH ROYALE 
Peach season is in full swing. 

Ontario grown freestone var- 
jeties, such as Red Havens, Ju- 
bilees and Jerseylands are 
plentiful on most markets now. 
Peaches should be firm, but 
ripe enough to yield to pres- 
sure and peel easily. Refri- 
gerate ripe peaches until they 
are needed. If peaches are 
difficult to peel, dip in boil- 
ing water for about one min- 
ute suggest home economists 
at Macdonald Institute, 
Guelph Immediately plunge 
peaches in cold water. Skins 
can then easily be removed. 
Since peaches darken in air, 
they should be peeled just be- 
fore serving. Sprinkle peeled 
peaches with sugar and they 
will form their own syrup. 
Or cover peaches with fruit 
juice to prevent them from 
turning brown, 

This fresh peach dessert 
can be prepared well in ad- 
vance, even the day before, 
and chilled until serving time. 
Frozen unsweetened blue 
berries are good substitutes for 
fresh berries. 


Fresh Peach Royale 

1 cup sugar, 1 cup water. 1 
teaspoon vanilla, 8 medium 
Niagara grown peaches, peeled 
and halved; 1 pint of fresh or 
frozen Muskoka blueberries. 

Boil sugar and water, stir- 
ring until sugar is dissolved. 
Then boil syrup 5 minutes 
more. Add peach halves and 
vanilla. Cook over low heat, 
about 5 minutes, until peaches} 
are tender. 


Remove peaches from syrup 
and place cut side down in a 
large serving dish. 

Boil syrup until thick. Cool 
and fold in blueberries. Pour 
blueberry sauce carefully over 
peach halves. Chill well be- 
fore serving. This light, but 
elegant fruit dessert would be 
a perfect ending for a hearty 
meal.

No conscription — King 

Ottawa, Sept. § — Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King late tonight commit-

A Case for Zoos 


In a talk broadcast recently in the 
BBC Wuropean Wnglish Seryice, Dr. 
Desmond Morris, curator of mammals 
at the London Zoo, spoke of the grow- 
ing importance of the breeding policy 
of zo0S8 as man’s ever more efficient 
spread over the face of the earth 
threatened the existence of many spec- 
jes of wild life. Conservationists were 
working hard to protect wild animals 
in their natural environments, he said, 
but this was not always easy, Natural 
disasters—droughts, floods, epidemics 
—and political upheavals might inter- 
vene. “If breeding groups of animals 
are not established now in the larger 
zoos throughout the world, many fas- 
cinating species will become extinct 
during the next century... The wild 
horse, the Huropean bison, the Pere 
David deer, and the Hawaiian goose 
are cases where, had it not been for 
special breeding studies and successes 
in captivity, the species would already 
have become extinct.’’ 

Dr. Morris went on to speak of two 
main obstacles to this kind of develop- 
ment in the study and protection of 
wild animals, One was that each zoo 
like to exhibit a few specimens of as 
many different species as it could ac- 
commodate, thus reducing breeding 
flexibility, and often leaving a single 
specimen when a mate died. He saw 
the zoo of the future as'a specialized 
z00, and already in some countries 
large breeding colonies of particular 
kinds of rare animals were being set 
up. 

The second obstacle was an emo- 
tional one. Many people had a deeply 
ingrained conviction that an animal in 
a zoo had been robbed of its ‘freedom’, 
and this worked against the efforts of 
zoos to keep, preserve and study wild 
life. “This conception of freedom is in 
fact an anthropomorphic feeling which 
has little real evidence to support it,” 
said Dr. Morris. It is true, of course, 
that the zoo animal has lost its freedom 
to suffer unaided from parasites, dis- 
eases, starvation, droughts, extremes 
of temperatures, the fears of preda~- 
tion, and of course from lingering 
death; but loss of these kinds of free-

Two South African surgeons have 
discovered that by inserting ball bear- 
ings between the discs of the spine be- 
low the base of the neck, patients suf- 
fering from chronic headaches can be 
relieved of their pain. 

Stainless steel ball bearings which 
are almost half an inch in diameter are 
used. A recent operation performed 
on Miss S, Nizetich of Pretoria has ap- 
parently cured her of chronic head-~ 
aches, 

Miss Nizetich has been suffering 
from headaches since she was inyoly- 
ed in a motor accident in 1960, when 
the discs between her neck vertebrae 
were damaged. 

Dleven days after the operation, Miss 
Nizetich was able to return to work. 
Three ball bearings were inserted in 
her neck. She no longer has headaches 
and can move her head freely. She is 
quite unaware of the ball bearings. 

The doctors who are responsible for 
this remarkable surgical innovation— 
an orthopaedic surgeon from Johan- 
nesburg and a brain surgeon from Dur- 
ban—will travel to Hurope during the 
year to demonstrate the operation. 
They are of the opinion that it may 
bring permanent relief to headache 
sufferers, as well as to those who suf- 
fer pain in neck and arms caused by 
damage to cartilage and dises in the 
neck. The ball bearings perform the 
functions of the cartilage and discs.

Monday night a meeting of 
people interested in taking 
flying lessons and obtaining a 
private pilot’s license was held 
at the airport. 

Over twenty people attended 
the meeting and heard the in- 
structor Mr. Frank Head of 
Peterboro, outline the require-| 
ments necessary to obtain a li-) 
cense including flying time,} 
possible instruction arrange-| 
ments and costs. 

Frank Head has held a Ee-| 
deral department of Transport} 
jnstructor’s license for the past} 
fourteen years, and previously 
had considerable experience as 
an air force and bush pilot. Mr. | 
Head recently introduced for 
the first time the plan of pu- 
pils forming themselves into a| 
club and purchasing a plane by 
equal shares in order to ob- 
tain their pilot’s license at a 
lower cost. After optaining 
the license the pupil usually 
sells his or her share to a fol- 
lowing pupil. This plan results 
in better care being taken of 
the craft and groups of ten or 
fifteen in a rural flying club

Victory Against Noise 


Actor Derek Bond today enjoys a 
victory in his successful one-man war 
against the blaring transistor radios 
in London’s Royal Parks. Bond three 
weeks ago complained about the noise 
filtering up to his apartment overlook- 
ing suburban Richmond Park. He then 
rallied neighbours and hundreds of let- 
ters began pouring in to the Ministry 
of Public Works. 

Today large ‘Radios not allowed” 
signs were being put up in eight large 
Royal Parks. Radios had been banned 
since 1955, but the order was buried 
among the small print of many other 
park regulations listed on boards at 
park gates. 

The Superintendent of Hyde Park 
said “At first nobody minded a bit of 
music within reason, but youngsters 
walk around with their sets turned up 
at top strength”. 

A few similar regulations might well 
be made in Lindsay where children and 
teenagers, old enough to know better, 
blare out the “top fifty” from portable 
transistor radio sets. The teenagers 
with vapid expressions absorb the 
raucous sounds on the street, on buses 
and in restaurants to the annoyance of 
other citizens, 

When television was invented and 
the doom of radio was predicted, the 
ubiquitous transistor saved the day 
for radio stations, although at the cost 
of the sanity of many of its older citi- 
zens! 


Lest We Forget | 


It was a fine, warm Sunday, twenty- 
five years ago on September 8rd, and 
many people were sitting in their 
gardens, especially in the south of 
Hngland, listening to the news on the 
tadio, At 11.15 on that fateful morn- 
ing they were to hear Prime Minister 
Neville Chamberlain announce that 
Britain was at war with Germany for 
the second time in the Twentieth 
Century. 

Later in the day the erie sounding air 
raid sirens sounded their first alert 
and the silyer barrage balloons rose in 
the sky above London, It was a false 
alarm, but in later days the sirens were 
to wail again and nearly 30,000 Lond- 
oners were to die, and 1,500,000 of 
their houses were to be destroyed or 
damaged, 

Twenty five years ago the war 
started. A further nineteen years have 
passed and the world is in as much 
turmoil now as it has ever seen in its 
turbulent history. Is the story to be 
repeated again in another six years? 
Will man never learn?

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Harsher Laws Needed 


Ninety-six people lost their lives in 
holiday accidents oyer this year's Lab- 
our day holiday weekend and a United 
Press International tabulation in the 
United States showed a total of 667 
killed in traffic accidents, drownings 
and miscellaneous causes. 

Quebee “topped” the list in Canada 
with the highest traffic toll of 88 dead, 
followed by Ontario with 26 dead. The 
increased toll in Quebee province came 
despite the pleas of law enforcement 
bodies to motorists to take special care 
over the holiday weekend, 

Inspector Yvan Aubin, the Quebec 
Provincial Police Officer who planned 
the province's safety campaign for the 
holiday period sald the toll pointed to 
the need for harsher driving laws. “We 
did our best and we didn’t reduce the 
total”, he said, “stiffer laws and more 
authority to enforce them is the only 
Way we can cut down on these totals”. 

We must have these harsher laws for 
we cannot afford this appalling toll of 
life and property. We must raise the 
age limit when youngsters can obtain 
a licence. We must reduce the speed 
limits and enforce the new limits rig- 
idly. Fines and jail terms for drunken 
driving must be raised higher until 
they do frighten drinking drivers away 
from cars and old cars must be forded 
off the road by rigid safety checks. 

As the inspector points out “stiffer 
laws and more authority to enforce 
them” is the only answer. 


Preserving Old Harwich 


Britain’s Ministry of Works has re- 
cently made a grant towards the up- 
keep of the port of Harwich. BBC 
reporter Douglas Brown applauded the 
decision in a BBC talk about the old 
part of the town which he described 
as “the very essence of sea and ships’’ 
and one of the most exciting places on 
Englan’s east coast. 

“Tt is a little peninsula jutting out 
into the wide sweep of water where the 
estuaries of the river Stour and Orwell 
join to form a natural haven for ship- 
ping’, Brown said. From the two 
bustling quays—one old, one new— 
one could. watch “passenger ships and 
railway packets to the Hook of Holland 
making their stately way to the open 
sea, or cargo ships hurrying off laden 
with British cars for the Continental 
market. Sturdy fishing boats heavy 
with catch plough into the port. Har- 
wich shrimps are pink and delicious,” 

Brown described the narrow streets 
of Old Harwich, parallel with one an- 
other in a kind of grid; “the passages 
and alleys of strangely-shaped patched 
houses in storm-battered Essex weath- 
er-boarding, and steep tile roofs with 
dormer windows . . . Down the streets 
you can always catch a glimpse of wat- 
ter or the superstructure of a ship. Al- 
Ways you pass weather-beaten, tough- 
looking men in seagoing clothes.” 

The Corporation of Harwich owns 
many of the houses, and Brown went 
on to speak of its enlightened thinking 
in deciding to restore some of the best 
of them, like, for example, “the solid 
and comfortable house of a sea captain 
or merchant built when Queen Anne or 
the first George was on the throne”. In 


the work of restoration, and demolition 
of houses of little architectural merit, 
the Corporation has obtained the advice 
of the Fine Arts Commission and com- 
missioned the services of a distingush- 
ed firm of architects, It was their aim 
that Harwich should keep “all the 
vigour and bustle and character of an 
ancient port, with overtones of Georg- 
jan, Regency, and Victorian elegance, 
the whole enhanced by well desinged 
new housing where necessary, and by- 
free-flowing traffic,”

Sea-Life of New Zealand 


In a report from New Zealand 
broadcast recently in the BBC Home 
Service, Robin Cockburn described 
some of the sea creatures—fish, and 
reptile—which he encountered on a 


visit to the Otago University Marine , 


Biological Station at Portobello. For 
example, two yellow-eyed penguins, 
believed to be the only ones in captiy- 
ity. “The yellow-eyed penguin is well 
named,” he commented. “His eyes are 
the most jaundiced I have ever seen. 
It’s like being looked at by a pair of 
lemons.” 


Cockburn was interested to learn 
from the aquarium curator, Dr. Hliza- 
beth Batham, that the octopus, which 
is common in New Zealand waters, is 
a very good mother, “While the female 
octopus is brooding her eggs non-stop 
for eighty days, when she is not chas- 
ing seal-slugs away from them she is 
constantly fanning the water with her 
tenacles to keep dirt and debris off 
them,” 


The most sluggish fish in the aquar- 
jum was the ‘star-gazer’, so called be- 
cause he lies at the bottom of his tank 
for long periods, gazing inscrutably 
skywards, only coming to life when 
food swims over his head, Then, with 
a tremendous flurry, he snaps it up 
and gobbles it down, Another strange 
and fascinating inmate was the pig- 
fish, “a brown coloured, hard-scaled, 
tough little customer. He has a snout 
like a pig and when you hold him in 
your hand—he doesn’t seem to object 
to being taken out of the water for

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Municipal Separatism 


From senior quarters in at least 
the two large provinces, some omin- 
ous words haye been spoken about 
municipal changes ahead, 

Dr. Lorne R. Cumming, Q.C., Deputy 
Minister of Municipal Affairs of Ontar- 
jo, told assembled Mayors and Reeves 
in Sudbury in June that there is an un- 
mistakable trend toward larger units 
of municipal administration, He drew 
attention to the New Brunswick Byrne 
report which had recommended that 
several major functions of municipal 
government should be taken over by 
the Province. He implied that only 
larger units of local government could 
be financially and operationally effect- 
ive and that only in terms of larger 
areas could home rule be preserved, 

At almost the same time, the Hon. 
Pierre Laporte, Minister’ of Munteipal 
Affairs in Quebec, speaking to the 
Quebec Chapter of the International 
Association of City Managers, attacked 
what he described as “a false notion 
of municipal autonomy.” “We must”, 
he said, “break down this wall of ego- 
ism which divides too many municipal- 
{ties against each other.” 

"The feeling of belonging to a com- 
munity, to a clan, Is legitimate. It leads 
to the virtue of patrotism ... but it can 
quickly change itself into a narrow- 
minded regionalism, which we know as 
municipal separatism.”

The purpose of the Canada Student Loans Act is to facilitate bank loans for 


students who need financial help to continue full-time studies beyond secondary 


school level at Universities and 


other educational institutions. 


Any Canadian citizen, or anyone resident in Canada for one year who intends 


to live in Canada after completion of studies, may apply for a loan under the 


Act. An applicant must be enrolled or intend to enroll as a full-time student 
at an educational institution approved by provincial authorities, and must 


meet the standards of academic qualification and financial need established 
by the student loan authority in the Province in which he applies. 


Depending upon individual ¢ircumstances and financial need, loans up to 
$1,000 a year may be made, with 2 maximum of $5,000 during a student's 
academic career. The Provincial Authority receiving applications and deter- 
mining eligibility will issue a certificate to each eligible student stating the 
maximum amount the student may borrow. This Certificate of Eligibility 
is required before 2 student can arrange a Government Guaranteed Student 
Loan with the bank of his choice. 


Interest-Free and Delayed Repayment Period 
To assist students, the interest on loans during the period a student continues 
full-time studies, and for six months thereafter, will be paid by the Government 
of Canada. During this same period no repayment of principal is required, nor 
will any service charge or fee be payable by the student. 


Method of Repayment 


Borrowers will begin to pay interest and to repay loans six months after they 
cease to be full-time students. The current interest rate to students is Su 
per annum. Normally the repayment period will be five to ten years. Borrowers 
have the right to repay loans in part or in full at any time without penalty. 


Life Insured 


In the event of the death of a borrower responsibility for Tepayment of the 
loans will be assumed by the Government of Canada. 


A list of approved educational institutions in Ontario is contained in a 


brochure now available at banks, universities and other educational institu- 
tions. Ontario residents planning to attend one of these institutions should 
apply directly to that institution for a Certificate of Eligibility.

Comment: Good advice. 
People with heart disease, in- 
cluding those who have rheu- 
matic heart disease like your- 
self, should not consider tooth 
extraction as a lark. Not only 
is it important to estimate the 
functional condiion of your 
heart but it is necessary to take 
a sufficient amount of peni- 
cillin before and after the den- 
tal surgery to forstall any com- 
plications like infection of the 
heart valves (subacute bacter- 
ial endocarditis).

dentist and physician should 
co-operate. For example, some 
patients taking drugs for the 
treatment of high-blood pres- 
sure may suddenly faint on 
change of position in the 
chair. The dentist should know 
about this. 

Here is another important 
consideration.. Most patients, 
with heart disease or not, are 
apprehensive before any kind 
of surgery. Therefore, it is 
wise for the heart patient, es- 
pecially, to receive sedation at 
least a half hour before get- 
ting into the chair. This pre- 
pares him for the surgery by 
keeping his apprehension 
under control. 

It's important for the family 
phsician to prescribe fresh ni- 
troglycerine tablets for the pa- 
tient to take along in case his 
angina produces chest pain. 
Another point to remember is 
that. unless dental extraction 
is absolutely necessary, it is 
better to put off until at least 
three months after a coronary 
thrombosis.

This Day 50 Years Ago 


SEPT. 11, 1914 
Man Drowned hear Haliburton 

Haliburton, Sept. 10—A sad drown- 
ing accident happened near here. Last 
night William Wilfred Johnston, son of 
Thomas Johnston, of Haliburton, was 
drowned in Knocklong Lake near Don- 
ald. The young man aged 21 years, 
was employed as cook in a wood cut- 
ting camp for the Wood Products 
Company of Donald and was out in a 
canoe.

Carpenters of the Forest 


Algonquin Park—There are over 400 
different kinds of woodpeckers, and 
they are found in all parts of the world 
except Australia and Madagascar. Al- 
gonquin Park has six species of regu- 
Jar occurrence and two more which are 
recorded only on rare occasions. The 
“regular” woodpeckers are Hairy, 
Downy, Pileated, Black-backed Three- 
toed, Flicker, and Sapsucker, The rare 
birds are Red-headed and Common or 
Northern Three-toed Woodpeckers. 

“The three-toed woodpeckers may 
seem to have unnecessarily long names, 
but they are perfectly descriptive’, Al- 
gonquin Park naturalists explain. All 
other woodpeckers have four toes, two 
directed forward and two backward — 
an adaptation to their habit of clinging * 
to the sides of trees instead of perch- 
ing on branches — but the three-toed 
birds have two forward and only one 
backward. Among local-woodpeckers 
they have another distinction — the 
males have a patch of yellow on the 
head, while the males of all other kinds 
are marked with red. 

“xcept for the fact that they peck 
holes in trees, woodpeckers may seem 
to be rather uninteresting birds, but 
their physical adaptations are well 
worth a second look. All of us have 
seen how they cling to the sides of 
tres, propping themselyes with their 
tails which are made of stiff, pointed 
feathers for that purpose but we do not 
see the marvellous tongue which is 
round and barbed on the end like a 
spear. This is controlled by special 
muscles which enable it to be thrust 
out for several inches and make it 
possible to secure wood-boring grubs 
and ants which would otherwise be far 
out of reach. 

“Although we commonly recognize 
a woodpecker by its habit of hitching 
its way Up the side of a tree, it is well 
to remember that two of our local spec- 
jes seem to have difficulty making up 
their minds how to act and if we judged 
them only by what they do we could 
mistake them for something else. The 
flicker, although it is quite capable of 
working in wood and makes its nest 
by hollowing out a cavity in a standing 
tree, may often be seen perching cross- 
wise on a limb, and what is even more 
confusing, hunting for food on the 
ground. This accounts for the fre- 
quency with which people ask about a 
big brown bird on the ground, with a 
black crescent on its breast and a 
white patch on its back when it flies. 
The flicker has simply learned that sit- 
ting beside an anthill, spearing ants 
with its tongue as they run in and out, 
is much easier than scooping them out 
of a tree. About 50% of its food is 
made up of ants and more than 5000 
small ants have been found in the 
stomach of one bird. 

“The sapsucker is another wood- 
pecker which does not confine itself 
to pecking wood for a living. Byery- 
body has seen the rows of little holes 
it makes in the bark of trees in order to 
reach the sap and the soft layer of 
cambium between the bark and the 
wood, but it also not unusual to see it 
fly out and snatch an insect from the 
air with all the skill of a real flycatch- 
er. Like the flicker, it has learned to 
pick up food from the ground, espec- 
jally when it has young and a lot of 
food is needed in a hurry, it may often 
be seen gathering insects from such 
exposed places as a paved road. This 
may well account for the fact that we 
find more sapsuckers than other 
woodpeckers killed on the highway. 

“The sapsucker may best be distin- 
guished by the large white patch on a 
dark wing; the hairy and downy wood- 
peckers have a white breast, black 
wings with white spots and a white 
stripe down the middle of the back. 
They are very similar except in size; 
the hairy as big as a robin and the 
downy noticeably smaller. 

“The almost crow-size, black and 

white red-crested pileated can hardly 
be mistaken for anything else. The 
black-backed woodpecker is slightly 
larger than the hairy and js distinctive 
with its shiny black back, dark gray 
striped sides, and, in the male, a yellow 
spot on top of the head. 
“ One North American woodpecker has 
the doubtful distinction of being a- 
mong the birds on the verge of extinc- 
tion, and if is quite possible that it has 
already gone. This is the ivory-billed 
woodpecker of the southern United 
States, and although it has been re- 
ported during recent years in remote 
swamps of Louisiana and Florida, it is 
almost certainly beyond saving, It 
was similar to our pileated but larger 
and with an ivory-coloured bill. 

“Not so long ago it seemed possible 
that the pileated could go the same way

Human frailty is a force to be reck+ 
oned with when it comes to working 
together, considers Conservative Agri- 
eurture critic Alvin Hamilton who 
warned yesterday in Ottawa that the 
difficulty of getting farmers to work 
together may ruin the chances of a 
proposed government fund for the co- 
operative purchasing of agricultural 
machinery.

Scouts Save Life At LCE 

The first-aid tent at the Exhibition 
grounds did a flourishing businéss 
yesterday as many patrons became ef- 
fected by the intense heat. The tent is 
operated by the Boy Scouts who ad- 
ministered first-aid to heat-stricken 
citizens as the thermometer continued 
to rise to one of the highest points in 
the history of the Lindsay Central 
Exhibition. 

One nearly fatal case was admitted 
to the first aid ten when a patient was 
brought in bleeding freely from a sey- 
ered artery. The quick action of the 
scouts who applied a tourniquet to the 
arm undoubtedly saved a ilfe. -A call 
was broadcast over the public address 
System for a doctor and three or four 
Lindsay medical men answered the 
call. Professional skill soon had the 
wound dressed but there is no doubt 
but for the quick action of the scouts, 
the patient would have bled to deaht.

Call Back Yesterday 


The following editorial first appear- 
ed in the September, 1954 ,ssue of In- 
dustry, under the title “Value of Cere- 
mony”: 

With full recognition of the difficult- 
theies involved, could it be suggested to 
the federal Department of Citizenship 
that care be taken not to neglect the 
intangible values embodied in the cere- 
mony of citizenship? 

Perhaps that needs some explana- 
tion. Briefly, this is what happens to 
a new Canadian. He comes to Canada 
and waits for a period of five years be- 
fore he may apply for Canadian citi- 
genship. His application accepted, he 
becomes a citizen and is given a cer- 
tificate. 

And yet we know there is more to it 
than that. Why else should there be 
a waiting period of five years? Why 
should citizenship be given only on ap- 
plication? What point is there in is- 
suing a certificate? 

The true values of citizenship are 
not concrete. That is why there is 
difficulty in describing them. On the 
part of Canada, citizenship is an ack- 
nowledgment of the man’s quality and 
its acceptance of him. On the man’s 
part, it is a declaration of his desire to 
become a Canadian, 

What he gains is a sense of belong- 
ing; of being one of the family; of be- 
ing able to hold his head up and tell 
the world, “Now I am a Canadian.” 
What he gives is embodied in the simple 
phrase, ‘Thank you.” 

In order to give embodiment to ab- 
stracts, people employ symbolism and 
ceremony. Thus Christianity is sym- 
bolized by the cross, Isim by the cres- 
cent, the sacrament of marriage by a 
ving, friendship by a clasping of the 
hands. 

There is no limit to the examples 
which could be given. And they should 
not be disregarded if the values they 
represent are to be held in respect. 
What man does not feel himself ser- 
jously slighted if his proffered hand- 
shake is thoughtlessly ignored? 

The symbol of citizenship is a cer- 
tificate and the ceremony is the oath 
of allegiance which precedes it. Yet 
the latter is frequently conducted by a 
clerk at an office counter and the form- 
er is often not even presented, but mail- 
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‘open court’ visitors could not be pres- 
ent, not because they were not permit- 
ted to enter, but because the court was 
simply too small to seat more than the 
officials and the recipients of the cer- 
tificate. 

“What struck me most, however, 
was the lack of a sense of belonging, 
a feeling of welcome. Canada is such 
a beautiful country, its history so rich 
with incident, its art so full of colour 
and a sense of awe, its democracy de- 
yeloped by such wise and far-sighted 
men, its people so strong and courag- 
eous, that it is indeed a privilege and an 
honour to become a Canadian. 

“Yet, not a word of all this was said 
other than the stern warning that we 
must not become communists, that 
Queen Elizabeh If is Queen of Canada 
and that the Governor-General is her 
representative in Canada and that we, 


as new Canadians, now have the right — 


and duty to vote. I wonder if a little 
more attention might not help us to 
feel that we are Canadians all.” 

There are two classes of people for 


‘whom symbolism may be unnecessary. 


The first is the clod who cannot under- 
stand it. The second is the keen- 
sighted man who can appreciate the 
abstract behind it without assistance. 

The first, being what he is, will 
think as little of citizenship as he does 
of its symbol. He will probably never 
apply. The second will eagerly await 
the day when he can become a citizen. 


But he would do all that even if there 
were neither ceremony nor certificate. — 
Between these two extremes lies the ~ 


bulk of applicants. Simple people, 
good people, who will make first class 
citizens of Canada. They want their 
citizenship, but would find it hard to 
explain why. : 

Don't let us make the 
selling ceremony and symbolism short. 
They are terribly important things in 
this prosaic world. Perhaps the more 
important for that reason. Water has 
nowhere greater value than in the mid- 
dle of the desert. 

The oath of loyalty and the certifi- 
cate of citizenship mean a great deal to 
these people. Let them be taken and 
given in an atmosphere of dignity. 
They are the tangible symbols of citi- 
zenship—symbols of the greater, in-

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RCAF Commemorates 
Battle of Britain 


On commemoration of those who 
fought and died during the summer and 
fall days of 1940 when the Battle of 
Rritain was at its height, members of 
RCAF across the country will hold spec- 
jal ceremonies on Sunday, September 
20. 

For the RCAP, the Battle of Britain 
has special significance. It was the 
first time since its organization in 
April 1924 that the RCAF had entered 
into battle against enemy forces. In 
August 1940, No, 1 Squadron of the 
RCAF (later designated 401) flew into 
action against the enemy near London, 
won its first victories and suffered its 
first casualties, Another fighter squad- 
ron, No. 242 of the RAF, composed 
mainly of Canadian pilots, also won for 
the RAF and Canada great distinction 
during the prolonged air battle. 

During the two-and-a-half month 
battle, 45 Canadian officers and men 
gaye their lives. Those men and others 
who lost their lives during the famous 
air battle will be honoured by church 
parades and special services on Sunday, 
September 20, for their gallant sacri- 
fice,

Welsh Slate Tiles 


A new use for a kind of slate that 
until recently was thrown away as use- 
less was reported in the BBC General 
Overseas Service ‘Welsh Magazine’ 
programme by Glyn Owen when he vis- 
ited the Dorothea Colliery in the slate 
quarrying area of North Wales. 

This was slate with green stripes, 
said Owen, which: hitherto everyone 
had thought would not look right as 
roofing slate and had been thrown on 
the waste pile. “Now these slates have 
come into their own as tiles, Polished 
up, they become very attractive, and 
when they were shown at a London ex- 
hibition last year they proved a huge 
success,” They can be used for floor- 
ing and paving, or made into tiles with 
either natural or polished surfaces. 

The Dorothea Quarry is 200 years 
old, and over the years slate veins have 
been dug down to a depth of 500 feet, 
which, said Owen, *makes it the deep- 
est hole in Great Britain’. Visitors are 
allowed to inspect the quarry, although 
88 a precaution they are taken only 
halfway down. <A number from over- 
seas Make a point of seeing it during 
the period of the Llangollen Interna- 
tional Mestival, and university students 
and geology classes come from all over 
Britain. Most of them, said the man- 
ager of the quarry, were fascinated by 
the different colours of the rock tn the 
pits and particularly interested In the 
slitting of slates, which is done by hand.

A Mountain People 


Basutoland, the Britisn colony that 
is an enclave within South Africa, is 
expected to become an independent 
atate before the end of next year. Ger- 
ard Mansell, BBC Head of Overseas 
Talks and Features, who recently yis- 
ited the territory, described it in the 
‘The World Today’ broadcast by the 
BBC General Overseas Service. 

“Your first contact with Basuto- 
Jand,” he said, “when you come in from 
South Africa is with a cherrful, immac- 
ulate Basuto police sergeant. At the 
bridge which marks the frontier he 
greets you with a proud grin, a salute 
worthy of the Brigade of Guards, and a 
resounding ‘Sah!’—\hich tells you you 
are back in what is, though not for 
much longer, British territory.” 

As he drove along the hot dusty road 
from South Africa, Mansell saw the 
long line of blue craggy mountains that 
bars the horizon and rises, ridge after 
ridge, toward the north-east until it 
reaches a height of over 11,000 feet. 
“Basutoland, you soon discover, is a 
mountain country. If you fly over it 
in a light aeroplane, as I did, you real- 
ize why it is so poor: a great jumble of 
bare, inaccessible hills stretches under 
you, scored by deep precipitous valleys. 
Only goats can get a living out of such 
country.” 

Most of the population live in the 
low-lying western region, A nation of 
peasant farmers, they grow maize, cer- 
eals, beans and peas, yields are poor; 
soil erosion is the biggest problem, and 
with an increasing population, it is no 
wonder, said Mansell, that the stand- 
ards of living are low. Nearly half the 
adult male population has to go to Af- 
rica to find work, Forty per cent of 
the country’s regular expenditure is 
met by the British Treasury. New 
sources of income are difficult to find, 
but one that is as yet unexploited is 
water—of which there is plenty. From 
the air, Mansell could see several fast- 
flowing rivers twisting and turning 
through the mountains. A vast hydro- 
electric scheme had been drawn up 
which could sell much-needed water 
and electric current to the Republic of 
South Africa, but so far the South Af- 
rican Government had turned down the 
idea. 

“However,” said Mansell, “one is 
impressed by many things in Basuto- 
Jand: by the high degree of literacy, by 
the remarkable standards of debating 
in the Basuto National Council—lo- 
eal parliament—and, above all, by the 
sense of cohesion and national identity 
of this sturdy, independent-minded, 
mountain people.”

“These supplies can range from an 
entire hospital or nuclear power plant 
down to canteen crockery or caps and 
gowns for university staff’, said Jac- 
obson, “The firm running the service is 
called Buro-Wxport Limited» and its 
first object is to find the best material 
required, from Whatever country, But 
Wuro-Export is more than a central- 
ised purchasing agent, It has a team 
of experts who can look after all other 
aspects of buying problems, such as 
shipping procedure, insurance and fin- 
ance, Although the service has only 
recently been launched, it has already 
proved successful with orders from 
Bast Africa, Ghana and other West Af- 
rican countries. 

“The company’s purehasing list is 
enormous. Complete factories, indus- 
trial machinery and tools, raw mater- 
jals, road building and earth moving 
equipment, laundries, bakeries, garag- 
es... almost anything you can think of 
Another of its specialties is kitchen 
equipment, and this covers anything 
from the supply of pots and pans right 
up to the planning and delivery of an 
entire kitehen for a factory canteen, 
university, or even for the modern hos- 
pital, fulfilling all the latest hygienic 
conditions, 

“Although Buro-Pxport is a commer- 
efal venture, its directors are setting 
aside a portion of their profits from 
each country in a unique scheme to aid 
African students. The money will go 
to a fund to finance higher or techni- 
cal studies in Britain for the 
promising African students of 
year.’

On and after Monday, September 14, 1964, residents of Ontario are 
entitled, without charge, to medically necessary physiotherapy services 
received in the offices of registered physiotherapists in private practice in 
Ontario who participate in the extension of physiotherapy service adminis- 
tered by the Ontario Hospital Services Commission. The services must be 
prescribed by a duly qualified physician and performed by, or under the 
direct supervision of, a registered physiotherapist. A course of treatment 
may be for a maximum of three weeks unless the physician prescribes & 
longer period. 
HOME TREATMENT 


If, in the opinion of the attending physician, a patient cannot attend the 
physiotherapist’s office, treatment in the patient's place of residence will 
be covered, but in such cases the physiotherapist may charge the patient, 
or patients, a total of $1.00 per visit, regardless of the number of patients 
treated during the visit. 

The main purpose of this additional service to patients is to make the 
most efficient use of available physiotherapy facilities, It is to be financed 
by Federal Health Grants and by the Proyince of Ontario. 

Certain physiotherapy services are not available under this program. 
These services may be obtained through private arrangement with the 
physiotherapist.

Awareness of the dangers of 
alcoholism is essential to pre- 
vent many from slipping over 
the thin line into chronic alco- 
holism. Unfortunately, such} 
awareness has prevented many 
who might benefit by alcohol 
from taking the stuff. For ex- 
ample, there are many people) 
over 60, I believe, who would 
be better off taking it in small 
amounts than being teetotalers. 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I am a} 
retired businessman of 63. My 
wife doesn’t drink but I have 
been in the habit of taking a) 
scotch highball (one and a halt| 
ounces) before dinner every) 
night for the past 2 years. I've} 
never had a craving for more. 
T occasionally take a drink of 
sherry or a glass of beer before 
bedtime. It gives me a good 
night’s sleep. 

But lately I've been wonder- 
ing. My wife’s been after me 
to give up alcohol, She says 
there’s always the danger of 
becoming a chronic alcoholic. 
She has been making me feel 
guilty. On the other hand, I 
know she’s right. What do 


NOT MUCH DANGER 

Comment: Of all the social 
drinkers I haye seen in my life, 
I've never run across one with 
your history of moderate drink- 
ing until your 60’s who ever 
became a chroni¢ alcoholic. (1 
suppose there are exceptions, 
but I wouldn’t worry about be- 
coming one of them.) 

In fact, I’ve advised just a- 
bout twice the amount of liquor 
you've been taking, to patients 
after they reach the 40's and 
50's, If you continue to keep 
down the intake, and don't 
find that you need two high- 
balls or three where you need- 
ed one to relax you previously, 
you won't be in danger, Better 
tell your wife. And it won't 
harm her to join you in a glass 
of sherry, too. 

For the middle-aged and el-| 
derly liquor acts as a stomachic 
(gets your stomach ready for 
| food), as an appetizer, as a re- 
laxant, as a sleep producer, 
helps the circulation, and 
makes a happier social animal. 
Anything wrong with that if| 
your doctor says it’s all right?

Seventy? ighty? Ninety?

number of years here on the 
good earth? Many hundreds 
of years ago Wpictetus said (or 
was it Marcus Aurelius?) that 
the trouble with most human 
beings is that they conduct 
their lives as if they were go-| 
ing to be here for 10,000 years. 

To do my part in counteract- 
ing that silly way of life, I re- 
cently wrote a book called 
“Your Life to .Bnjoy’. Its 
theme is inherent in the title. 
You are here for a relatively 
short while. Therefore, we 
doctors at least shouldn't 
“take everything away from 
you” for health reasons. We 
should guard against treating 
you by the book. Let me tell 
you what I mean by this letter: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My 
husband, 64, has had three cor- 
onary attacks and a stroke 
during the last 20 years, the 
last one last summer. He has 
recovered from all these at- 
tacks remarkably well and is 
in good shape today. He is a 
very sensible man who follows 


He takes all his pills (26 daily) 
and leads a normal, regulated 
and active life. I attribute his 
well-being to the good care he 
gets from his doctor. 

NO COFFEE OR TEA 

But there is one thing that 
we do not agree with in his 
management. The doctor has 
forbidden all coffee (also San- 
ka) and tea. My husband 
loves coffee and tea he takes 
only a combined total of three 
cups a day). How much dam- 
age can they do? My husband 
‘doesn’t smoke or drink. He 
jtakes skim milk and follows all 
\directions carefully, But this 
lis one restriction which irks 
him. “After all”, he says, “I’ve 
‘been a good patient. I ought 
|to be allowed to enjoy myself 
a little’. 

We're from Kansas City, Mo.,

Shakespeare Characters 
In Glass 


The striking representations of 
Shakespeare characters engraved on 
large panels of transparent glass at 
the newly-built Shakespeare Centre 
at Stratford-on-Avon are work of New 
Zealand born artist John Hutton, al- 
ready famed for his use of the tech- 
nique on the huge glass screen in the 
new Coventry Cathedral. : 


Talking to Barry Carman_in an in- 
terview broadcast in the BBG General 
Overseas Service programme . ‘Here 
and Now’, Mr. Hutton pointed out that, 
as there was no background, he had 
chosen characters whose relationship 
with each other would show their iden- 
tity, and such outstanding figures as 
Falstaff, Julius Caesar and Othello. As 
the figures were at spectators’ level, 
facial characteristics were very import- 
ant. “You can’t treat Shakespeare 
decoratively. You have got to try to 
tackle the psychological problems 
which are the basis of the plays and 
of the characters.” 


The artist had to engrave with grind- 
stones into the glass rather slowly, he 
explained, and no alteration could be 
made except by cutting deeper. (He did 
not cut deeper than one-eigth of an 
inch). “The whole this is created by 
the density of the cutting and the pol- 
ishing and the various reflected surfac- 
es.”

Growing Quartz 
Crystals 


Nature’s process of making quartz 
crystals takes three million years. A 
new British plant can now ‘grow’ a 
quartz crystal weighing one pound in 
three weeks. 

Reporting in the BBC General Over- 
seas Service programme New Ideas’ on 
this technique, developed by a company 
which makes telephonic and radio 
equipment, Allan Murray explained 
that it consisted of re-crystallising the 
very cheapest grade of natural quartz, 
which was useless for electronic pur- 
poses, into Jarge, regularly-shaped 
blocks yirtually free from any defect. 
The electronics industry used a vast 
amount of quartz crystals, he pointed 
out; home-grown supplies were, of 
course, cheaper than imported stocks, 
and the production rate very much 
faster than nature's.

dustry and, if possible, to obtain new 
industries, it was decided at a special 
meeting of council held last night. In 
view of the impetus business will re- 
celve from war-time manufacturing, it 
was decided by the town to make its 
bid for work early and, at the same 
time to offer the service of its indus- 
trial facilities to the cause of the Allies.

This Day 50 Years Ago 


SEPTEMBDR 28, 1914 
Volunteers claim badly treated by army 

The volunteers who have returned 
from Valcartier to Lindsay are loud in 
their complaints of the treatment met- 
ed out to them by the authorities at 
that camp, and if the stories. told by 
them are true, this treatment can only 
be characterized as disgraceful and a 
reflection on those whose duty it was 
to look after their welfare while wear- 
ing the uniform. 

The Post is not in a position to con- 
firm or refute the charges made by the 
volunteers. We feel, however, that 
the charges would not be made by the 
men unless there was evidence to sub- 
stantiate them. 

This morning one of the volunteers, 
an intelligent young man, made the 
statement that the men were told to get 
ready to return home on short notice. 
They were given tickets as far as Lind- 
Say, Said tickets being in charge of a 
volunteer who was instructed to see 
that the men arrived in Lindsay. The 
men were given no rations for the trip 
home on the trains or money for the 
time they were on duty, but were pack- 
ed off, so our informant says, to shift 
for themselves. Some of the vyolun- 
teers, he further asserts, were deprived 
of the wrist watches given them by the 
citizens of Lindsay. 

When the volunteers were a short 
distance from Quebec, it is claimed, the 
man in charge of the tickets was ar- 
rested and as a result the boys, when 
reaching Ottawa, had considerable dif- 
ficulty in getting transportation home. 
They arrived in Lindsay Saturday with- 
out money to secure lodging and needs 
and had to rely on the generosity of 
their friends, as the majority do not re- 
side in Lindsay.

RED CHINA TODAY 


No. 1 of three dispatches by Harold S. Williamson 
an Australian businessman now living in Japan who has 
travelled the Orient for more than 40 years and whose 
return to the mainland took him to 12 major cities. 
This is the first of three accounts of his observations 
written for United Press International: 


The road to Peking was good. Wx- 
cept when passing vehicles, we travel- 
led at from 50 to 60 miles an hour most 
of the way, but through the towns at 


25 to 35, 


Apart from buses and occasional 
military vehicles, there was little oth- 
er motor traffic on the highway, al- 
though within the city of Peking itself 
there are many more motor cars than 
in Shanghai. 

Our guide’s enthusiasm for pointing 
out official buildings, especially the 
“culture palaces of the workers,” was 
unbounded. He recited the dimen- 
sions and seating capacity of each, 
and the amenities they provided. 

Mostly they were uninspiring halls or 
buildings of earlier days which have 
been put to new use since the revolu- 
tion. The giant sized gaudy posters 
and the large red and white slogans 
outside are a common feature of all 
such places, 

The phrase “year of liberation” 
meaning 1949, the year the Commun- 
ists took oyer China, is the expression 
commonly used for calculating time. 
We soon found ourselves making use of 
it in our questions to the guide, be- 
cause there seemed no other way of 
conveying to him a sense of time. 

The Chin Chow hotel where we were 
accommodated in Peking is a post lib- 
eration edifice of six stories with a 
commodious and well furnished foyer 
and lounge—suitable enough but not 
on a par with international standards. 
Tt was adequately heated and comfort- 
able after the sub zero temperature 
outside. 

The rooms were large with high ceil- 
ings, and equipped with private toilets 
and showers. The plumbing fixtures 
like most other equipment we saw 
there did not appear to be destined for 
a long life, but maybe we were looking 
for faults. 

The food was fair enough, and the 
Menu was adequate. We had a choice 
of Chinese or Duropean dishes. 

There appeared to be 30 or 40 non- 
Chinese guests, Including quite a num- 
ber of Japanese businessmen staying 
there in connection with a commercial 
exhibition. 

In addition there were several hun- 
dred transient Chinese guests, all 
dressed in blue clothing and wearing 
blue cloth caps, or else fur caps with 
ear flaps, something we looked upon 
with envy in those sub-zero tempera- 
tures, 

There was a bar on every floor, of 
the hotel but there did not appear to 
be overmuch drinking, and certainly 
nothing even faintly resembling drunk- 
‘eness, there or elsewhere. 

Probably the bars had been Installed 
for the convenience of overseas guests, 
and maybe the Communist guests had 
little money with which to buy liquor. 

We were thirsting for overseas news, 
but the only Bnglis hlanguage foreign 
newspaper we were able to purchase 
in the hotel was a copy of “The 
People’s Voice” the Communist news- 
paner of New Zealand. 

The Jatest issue available was near- 


ly three months old, but we bought a 
copy because we had never previously 
had the time or the inclination to read 
a Communist newspaper, and Peking 
seemed as good a place as any in which 
to start. 

We were uninspired, but it serves 
as a souvenir. , 


We must however empasize that 


there was no need for us to have pur- 
chased reading matter because there 
were ample supplies on all floors ¥ 
the hotel of “Help Yourself” literature. 
We sampled some but found it not to 
our liking. 

Most of it was too inflamed and 
strongly advocating the liberation by 
violence of all who oppose th com~ 
munist system. 

The tour throughout was by motor 
car — a pre-liberation humber car — 
which no doubt had belonged to a cap- 
italist 14 years before. It was without 
heater and certainly cold in the sub- 
zero temperature, but otherwise it was 
excellently equipped and maintained. 

It performed its part of the show 
magnificently. As we stepped out of it 
at the very end of our tour, the tire 
beneath our feet subsided with a slow 
but distinctly audible hiss. 


Gaelic warning 


Not all history books record the tale, 
but it is said that King James I of Eng- 
land, who was also King James VI of 
Scotland, carried out some interesting 
research on the origin of language 

He placed two infants in the care 
of a deaf-mute nurse on an island off 
the coast of Scotland, out of touch with 
other members of the human race. 

Fifteen or 20 years later, he brought 
the little group back to the mainland 
and — what do you know?—the broth- 
er and sister spoke perfect Gaelic, the 
language of the Garden of Eden. 

Not only was Gaelic spoken in the 
Garden, it is spoken today in that other 
Eden, Cape Breton Island. This is the 
logical reason for the following inscrip- 
tion on the safety record bulletin board 
at Point Edward Naval Base, Sydney, 
N.S. 

“DAOINE GUN TUR'S CEANN AOB- 
HAR DO SSIORRAIDHEAN NEORIA- 
TANACH”’—or something to that effect 
of which the English translation is 
“Foolish men cause needless accidents”. 

According to Cdr. ©. B. Morris, Base 
Superintendent, the great majority of 
naval civilian personnel at Point Hd- 
ward Naval Base are of Gaelic High- 
land Scottish extraction. 

What prompted Cdr. Morris to draw 
attention to the wording of the safety 
record board were the somewhat load- 
ed remarks of Robert Muir, MP for 
Cape Breton North and Victoria, to 
Associate Defence Minister Lucien 
Cardin in the House of Commons on the 
subject of a second language in the 
Armed Forces: “May I suggest to the 
minister that IT hope Gaelic will be con- 
sidered to be an asset in the services?”

| The proposed closing of the 
| Canadian National Railways 
| line from Lorneville to Cobo- 
| conk is another step in the gra- 
dual disappearance of a group 
of pioneer railroads that did 
Ontario in the 1860's and 
1870's. 

This line was the northern 
‘section of the Toronto and Ni- 
pissing Railway which origin- 
ated in Toronto and was built 
from Searboro, Jet. to Canning- 
ton in 1871 and reached Cobo- 
conk in November, 1872. 
| It was originally a narrow 
| Suage railway, namely 3 gt. 6 
|inches, but when the Grand 
Trunk adopted standard guage, 
the Toronto and Nipissing 
Railway soon followed suit. 

In 1881 the Midland Rail- 
way of Canada bought up the 
several smaller railroads north 
east of Toronto, including the 
| Toronto and Nipissing Railway, 
| and in turn in 1884 the Grand 
| Trunk Railway leased the Mid- 
| land System, which was finally 
consolidated in the Grand 
| Trunk by Act of Parliament in 
| 1893. 

In the early days the main 
source of traffic on the line be- 
tween Lorneville and Cobo- 
|conk was forest products.

The 
movement of livestock was 
also a good source of revenue. 

After the Trent Canal was 
built in 1904, George Hssery 
started a small stone crushing 
enterprise on the banks of the 
canal north of Kirkfield which 
gradually developed into a very 
substantial source of traffic for 
the railway. Over the years it 
changed hands several times, 
the last owners being the Asso- 
ciated Quarries, Limited. For 
many years car loadings dur- 
ing the summer ran up to fifty 
carloads per day. However, 
with strong opposition from 
many stone crushing compa- 
nies closser to Toronto and in- 


creased cost of handling stone|a 


by rail to Toronto, stockpiling 
it, and then loading in trucks 
for delivery. the owners found 
it necessary to find a source of 
their needs close to Toronto 
and closed out the quarry at 
Kirkfield. Thereafter  traf- 
fie on this branch dropped 
practically to nothing. 

Lime companies opened at 


Coboconk and for many years 
added to the revenues of the 
railway but due to antiquated 
methods of production folded 
up. A number of years after 
several attempts were made to 
revive this industry. a new com- 
pany with modern equipment 
resumed production and devel- 
oped a good output of lime 
which was shipped by rail to 
distant points, However, they 
too found competition from 
other areas too great and were 
forced to cease operations. 
This was the last main source 
of revenue for the railway. 


Up to 1932 a mixed train! 
operated from Coboconk six) 


days a week, leaving at 7:20 
a.m. arriving at Lindsay 9:40 
m., leaving Lindsay at 6:35 
p.m, and arriving Coboconk at 
9:40 p.m. In 1932 this service 
changed to operate tri-weekly 
from Lindsay at 10:15 a.m. re- 
turning at 6:05 p.m. By 1955 
no passengers were being 
handled and scheduled runs 
were discontinued, the service 
reverting to freight only, as re- 
quired.

Among the guests at the Ho- 
tel Benson on Monday was 
Miss Maxine McSweyn of Los

William Street excavation, 
subterranean passages, wood- 
en box drains, brick roads and 
corduroy roads are all among 
the chief topics of conversa- 
tion in Lindsay today. The big 
hoje at the corer of William 
and Wellington Streets was 
something, but the huge exca- 
vation and dug out between 
Bond and Francis street by the 
old Horn Woolen Mills is some- 
thing again. It is so deep that 
the big bulldozer down the hole. 
is just about out of site in an ex- 
_cavation twenty feet down in 
old Mother earth with a possi- 
bility. it will go deeper. 

As one bystander remarked 
“Who is going to pay for all 
this” Lindsay hamlet was built 
in a mire. There are many 
in town who can recall the old 
wooden box drains which come 
to light every few years. One 
large box drain carried tor- 
rents of water from the south- 
western section of the town 
down to Sussex street, thence 
angling across Kent Street 
through Victoria Park, across 
Victoria Avenue, near the Tul- 
let house at Victoria and Peel, 
through back gardens to the vi- 
cinity of the Arkset house on 
Wellington, close to the Colli- 
son residence on Cambridge 
and Wellington on through gar- 
dens to the vicinity of the re- 
sidence on Bond street west of 
the Bell Telephone Building, 
then angling across Bond and 
across William streets towards 
the north end of the old wollen 
mills, gushing out in the Scu- 
gog river. 

An off-shoot box drain was 
dug up from under the side- 
walk on the south side of Wel- 


lington street, running from 
Cambridge to along Welling- 
ton, crossing at William and 
emptying into the river. An- 
other large box drain caused 
water trouble for many years 
in the vicinity of Lindsay street 
south and Russell street. It 
carried surface water from the 
south-west south-ward and 
crossed from Russsell street, 
passing behid the present 
fish and chip store emerging 
on the west side of Holtom’s 
hospital and emptying into the 
river at the foot of Mill street. 

One onlooker at the road 
restoration between Francis 
and Colbourne and Bond and 
Francis remarked the Fred 
Cornell brewery was located 
once where the north end of 
the Horn Mill is now situated.

Vegetable parchment was disscover- 
ed over a-century ago by an Hnglish 
chemist who accidentally dropped a 
sheet of cotton rag paper into sulphur- 
io acid. Pulling it out quickly, and 
rinsing it in water, he was amazed at 
the result, The paper now had such 
interesting properties as wet-strength, 
grease resistance and translucency. 


Later, when produced commercially, 
the new paper was given the name 
vegetable parchment to distinguish it 
from animal skin parchment which was 
of similar texture and appearance. 


Foday, wood fibres are the main 


name 


source of paper, but since wood is part 
of the vegetable family, the original 
name remains. Parchment is used ex- 
tensively as butter, cheese and tresh 
vegetable wrappers. , 
Several hundred grades and varieties 
of vegetable parchment are produced 
by the KVP Company at Wspanola. The 
parent company in Kalamazoo, Michi- 
gan, originally specialized in vegetable 
parchment and hence the name, Kala- 
mazoo Vegetable Parchment Company. 
In Canada, the company name was 
changed recently to simply the KVP 
Company.

‘Lal Bahadur Shastri First hundred days 


New Delhi, India, (UPI) — India’s 
Prime Minister Lal Bahadur Shastri 
bas survived more serious difficulties 
during his first 100 days in office than 
‘most seasoned statesmen experience in 
a lifetime. 

Shastri, who became India’s second 
Prime Minister, June 9, following the 
May 27 death of Jawaharlal Nehru, in- 
herited the task of solving the vital 
domestic problems which were neglect- 
ed or ignored by Nehru. 

The Prime Minister, who completed 
his 100th day in office today, suffered 
a heart attack shortly after he took 
command of the government, forcing 
him to miss the British Commonwealth 
Prime Minister’s Conference in London 
last July. 

He also has been the subject of riots 
and continuous demonstrations against 
the ruling Congress Party’s food and 
price policies. 

Nehru, the Independence Jeader 
whose popularity resulted in virtual 
one-man rule in India for 17 years, 
placed domestic problems second to 
prestige-building foreign policies and 
efforts to promote unity among India’s 
diversified 16 states and 460 million 
people. 

Shastri now is faced with finding a 
solution to the problems of food short- 
ages and rising prices, which have 
grown to life and death proportions due 
to Nehru’s neglect. 

The seeds of these problems had 
their origin in Nehru’s failure to check 
India’s soaring population boom and 
his neglect of agriculture in this na- 
tion of 500,000 villages. 

While India’s population increases 
by 8,000,000 (M) persons a year, agri- 
cultural production is at a virtual 
standstill at 80 million tons of food 
grains annually. 

Some political observers privately 
express fears that the Indian economy 
Already has passed the point of no re- 
turn. 

While Nehru lived, few persons crit- 
icized the policies of the man who was 
immortalized by Indians in his own life- 
time. With Nehru gone, many of the 
internal problems which he suppressed 
but did not solve are being expressed 
publicly. 43 ; 
Vs Chie’, Minkters and state goyern- 
Tnetits now are demanding—and exer- 
cising—a greater degree of autonomy 
than was permitted by Nehru. 

In many respects, the democratie in- 
stitutions in India are undergoing their 
first major tests now that Nehru’s dom- 
inating personality is no longer there 
to guide them. 

Tt is difficult to imagine a greater 
contrast than the personalities of Neh- 
ru and Shastri. Where Nehru would 
make quick, sometimes impetuous. de- 
cisions, Shastri studies all aspects of 
any problem before taking action, Be- 
eause of this, some persons accuse 
him of indecision. 

Some critics say the Congress party 
has been inconsistent. They cite the 
big publicity given to police raids on 
warehouses containing allegedly hoard- 
ed foodstuffs. Police later said the 
raids were routine cheeks on stocks 
and that all was found in order.

The problem 
of alcohol 

Alcohol is a major problem in traffic 
safety, according to Dr. Mervyn G. 
Hardings, chairman of the Department 
of Pharmacology at Loma Linda Uni- 
versity, California. Dr. Hardings was 
addressing about 100 Seventh-Day Ad- 
yentist Ministers attending a six-day 
seminar for clergymen on counselling 
of alcoholics and heavy smokers. 

The doctor said a drinking driver’s 
visual reaction time is slowed by alco- 
hol and he takes considerably longer 
to perceive the change of traffic lights 
from red through amber to green. “By 
the time the change from red to green 
and then back to red again actually oc- 
curs, many drinking drivers perceive 
only a change from red to green, and, 
although the light has actually chang- 
ed back to red, they move their cars 
out into opposing traffic where an ac- 
cident often occurs.” 

There is some agitation in town again 
for another plebiscite for liquor loung- 
es. Instead of agitating for further 
outlets for liquor, people might well ag- 
itate for stronger methods of keeping 
drinking drivers off the highways. 
Records show a large percentage of 
traffic accidents involving injury and 
death have at least one of the parties 
suffering from the effects of drinking. 
To say cocktail lounges and other 
liquor outlets help the tourist trade is 
all very well, but who wants to increase 
the accident rates in this area? The 
records show liquor and accidents are 
inexorably joined together.

Ottawa (UPI) — The shroud 
of more than 4,000 highway 
fatalities in 1963 and the pros- 
pect of a similar total this year 
hung heavily at the general 
meeting here of the Canadian 
highway safety council, 

“We are in a real war now” 
Said council general chairman 
John Atkinson,” a war to halt 
the slaughter that is robbing 
more than 4,000 humans of 
their lives and bringing tragedy 
paia and suffering into 130,000 
families each year.” 

The human loss coupled with 
a “3 billion real and hidden 
loss was at stake in the high 
way council’s war, Atkinson 


| said. 


The enemy, he added, was 
“The unfortunate person who 
scorns right and embraces 
wrong.” 

Some 30 percent of the coun- 
cil’s declared foe were the 
teenaged drivers who, he said, 
were involved in one of every 
three Canadian Road accidents. 

Motorists’ ego, the inability’ 
of the average driver to asso- 
ciate himself with poor driving 
habits, was one of the main 
reasons advanced by the speak- 
er for the council’s failure to 
prevent spiralling traffic death 
statistics.

owners” was another object of 
the highway council’s fight for 
safety said executive director 
W. A Bryce. 

He outlined four fields of

“POOR BLOOD” 
MAY BE ANEMIA 

Dear Dr, Steincrohn: I have 
been run down lately. A friend 
advises me to go to a doctor 
because I may have poor 
blood. What is poor blood? 
Mrs. F 

Comment: I can only guess 
that your friend means ane- 
mia. Some call it thin blood, 
weak blood, low blood. What- 
ever the name, the important 
thing to do is find out two fac- 
tors: 1. Are you anemic? 2. 
What's causing it? 

fn most cases, making the 
diagnosis of anemia is a simple 
procedure; but findng the 
cause is sometning else again. 

The examiner places a drop- 
let of blood under the micro- 
scope and makes his blood 
“count.” He can tell whether 
the red and white blood cells 
are up to the normal level. 
Then he examines for the 
hemoglobin content. If this 
iron-containing, oxygen-carry- 
ing material is below par, he 
can readily determine it. In 
severe anemias where the 
cause is questionable, the doc- 


tor punches out a bit of bone 


marrow for examination. As

As everyone knows, you 
can quickly become anemic if 
there is a sudden loss of blood 
in large quantities. When the 
blood is replaced by transfu- 
sion, the anemia is overcome. 

However, in most secondary 
anemias, there is slow seepage 
of blood day in and day out, 
which depletes the circulation 
of much needed hemaglobin 
and blood cells. 

For example, two common 
causes are the bleeding from 
hemorrhoids and stomach ul- 
cer. Excessive menstrual 
bleeding is-not an uncommon 
cause of secondary anemia, In 
such cases the imperative step 
in treatment is to plug up the 
leaks: treat the ulcer, hemorr- 
hoids or menstrual disorder. 

Likewise, when anemia is 
secondary fo poor diet, the 
treatment is self-evident: in- 
crease the amounts of protein, 
carbohydrates, fats, vitamins 
and minerals in the diet. This 
is especially important during 
pregnancy, when the mother

Some anemias are simply 
due to a leak of iron in the diet 
or to poor assimilation. Iron 
tablets usually overcome the 
deficiency, Anemia is also due 
to tapeworms. 

PRIMARY ANEMIA SERIOUS 

I presume you have also 
heard of pernicious anemia or 
“primary” anemia. The cause 
is iack of a certain factor put 
out normally by stomach cells. 

Years ago it was a fatal ail- 
ment, We had no cure until 
Drs Minot and Murphy dis- 
covered that liver feedings sup- 
plied the important missing 
substance. 

Later, instead of having to 
eat pounds of liver every day, 
patients found it just as effec- 
tual when they took injections 
of liver extract, And still later, 
taking Vitamin B12 did the 
trick. 

Other causes of anemia are 
such potential poisons as lead, 
arsenic and carbon tetrachlor- 
ide. Sometimes apparently 


harmless drugs are the cause of; 


severe anemia.

Coronary thrombosis? High 
blood pressure? There are 
many theories regarding the 
causes, I still go along with 
one which I consider most im- 
portant: tension.

Comment; I guess you just 
missed the columns on the sub- 
ject. But it’s worth repeating. 


If your doctor has ruled out 
any special disease that might 
cause it (like Addison’s, for 
example) better forget it. Ex- 
cept to be thankful you have 
it. You'll live longer than your 
‘normal-pressured” neighbor. 
And of course longer than the 
high blood pressure patient. 

There’s no special medicine 
or diet to take. Forget about 
vitamins or injections “to 
raise it.” Just go in for your 
routine physical examinations. 
Be thankful if your doctor 
keeps saying it’s low or nor-

Old Flower Names 


Useful as it is to know the correct 
botanical names of flowers, the com- 
mon country names have a descriptive 
charm all their own. Speaking in the

All oyer Scotland, she said, the aquil- 
egia or columbine was known as

grows. ‘Downhead clocks’ was a fitting 
name for the dandelions from which 
children pretend to tell the time by 
blowing away the downy seeds and 
counting how many puffs it takes. 
A glance at the powdery dust on the 
leaves of the Auricula explained why 
it was known as ‘dusty miller’. The 
speedwell was in places known by the 
romantic name of ‘Jenny’s blue-eyes’. 
The pansy has more nicknames than 
any other flower. “The commonest 
name is heart’s-ease, but in the West- 
ern Isles of Scotland it is known as the

RED CHINA TODAY 


No. 3 of three dispatches by Harold S. Williamson 


an Australian businessman now living in Japan who has 
travelled the Orient for more than 40 years and whose 


return to the mainland took him to 12 major cities. 
This is the last of three accounts of his observations 
written for United Press International: 


From a distance the Shanghai rail- 
way station looks Much the same as 
it did before it was “liberated,” but a 
closer look creates a remarkably fay- 
ourable impression—and that is what 
one would expect because =through it 
go many of the visiters from the var- 
ious countries with which Commun- 
ist China claims to be enjoying friend- 
ly relations. And for them the most 
favorable impression must be created. 

The traffic in and out of Shanghai 
station is quite trivial as compared 
with any station of importance in Jap- 
an. Nevertheless, one cannot help but 
marvel at the absence of any litter on 
the platforms or in the trains. 

Certainly Shanghai has changed. 
Great housing projects have been com- 
pleted not unlike the immense apart- 
ment blocks which have sprung up in 
Japan and in Hong Kong of recent 
years. 

But there are still vast areas in the 
industrial sections where the problem 
of housing has yet to be tackled. 

If one does a conducted tour of 
Shanghai through the China Inter- 
national Tourist Service (China In- 
tourists)—and that is the simplest way 
ef securing a shore-pass—the first 
stop on the tour is the former broad- 
way mansions, now the Shanghai ho- 
tel. 

Although we were hustled in 
through the rear entrance, as is usual, 
we noticed that contrary to our prev- 
ious visits, there were no Russians 
filling the broad armchairs. 

When we arrived at the roof, where 
we were expected to admire Commu- 
nist Shanghai from above, we were 
treated to the usual spiel of achieve- 
ments since the day of “liberation”. 
We were given usual lopsided account 
of Shanghai before the Communists 
took it over. 

On this occasion, in contrast to our 
last visit, we were not invited to ob- 
serve the Russian Consulate on the 
banks of the Soochow Creek. 

We wanted to see again the Sino- 
Soviet Friendship Building. 

Actually we had quite some difficul- 
ty in getting there. Every time we 
brought up the subject our guide laps- 
ed into a fit of forgetfulness, and 
headed for some other corner of the 
city. 

The churches of Shanghai remain to 
the extent that they have not been 
torn down. 

On one of our previous yisits we had 
attended a political rally in the splend- 
id Moore. Memorial Church, the inter- 
for of which was then heayily decor- 
ated with a great Photograph of 

Comrade Mao Tse-tung and many 


posters. On this occasion the church 
door was locked when we arrived. 

We also visited Holy Trinity Cathed- 
tal and found the front gates were 
bolted, and the Bureau of Public Safe- 
ty housed in the rectory. When we 
tried to gain admission at the rear, 
through the adjoining. church offices 
and assembly hall, we were stopped by 
a friendly door keeper, who indicated 
that to enter we needed a pass, of 
which he was holding a fistful We 
gained the impression that some kind 
of political rally was being held in the 
assembly hall 

Many of the Buddhist, Taoist and 
Confuscian Temples remain open, but 
religions do not seem to play much 
part in the life of the people in thought 
controlled Communist China. 

The women guardians of the law in 
Shanghai are very stern, very bossy, 
and unyielding. 


The allurement of the female form 
is not much in evidence in Shanghai 
or elsewhere in China. Almost all the 
girls and women wear trousers. And 
of course the once fashionable Sheong- 
Sams, with slits almost to the thighs 
have no place in Communist China 
where everyone has work to perform. 

The main roads present the appear- 
ance of having just been hosed down. 
This exceptionally high degree of 
cleanliness seems to have been brought 
about by educating the people to un- 
derstand that it is their civic duty, and 
to their own advantage, to maintain 
the highest possible degree of cleantli- 
ness, hygiene, and sanitation. 

Trash boxes and spittoons are placed 
along the main streets at distances of 
about a hundred yards apart some- 
times less. Another of the minor mir- 
acles is that the people use them. 

Anyone who spits on the pavement, 
or throws down a cigarette butt or an 
empty cigarette packet, stands the risk 
of being lectured, even by a juvenile, 
on their civic responsibilities—at least 
50 we were told. 


We did not see any dogs, and doubt 
that there can be any place for them 
in New Shanghai, for they alone can- 
not be taught to keep the streets clean. 
In the countryside there were a few, 
but so few that one’s attention wa at- 
tracted to them.

Many people may have won- 
dered about the origin of “The) 
Boy with the Boot” which ap- 
pears every year at fair time 
atop the fountain, and disap- 
pears until the next year. 

“The Boy with the Boot” 
fountain was dedicated in hon- 
our of the children of Britain 
aided through the Evening 
Telegram British War Victims 
Fund. Erected by the Lindsay 
Fair Board in 1941 the fountain 
is the first permanent memor- 
jal to be erected in Canada 
marking the part played by the 
people of the Dominion 
through the B..W.V.F. The 
dedication followed by one day 
the first anniversary of the 
fund that had already passed 
the record $1,000,000 mark. 

The fountain itself was con- 
ceived and designed by the 
late B. L. McLean, 1941 -presi- 
dent of the Lindsay Fair Board 
and incorporates a new depar- 
ture in outdoor fountain con- 
struction. Iced drinking water 
is supplied to six bubblers lo- 
cated around the base, with the 
supply passing through a 60 
gallon tank packed in ice to as- 
sure cold water at all times. 
The base of the fountain is con- 
structed of pink and red gra- 
nite quarried at Head Lake. 
Mr. McLean secured the ser- 
vices of Ed Valentine, a leading 
stone mason and artisan to 
make his design areality, The 
base is 45 feet in circumference 
and the centre forms a reser- 
voir in which ornamental fish 
may be placed. A granite col- 
umn approximately three feet 
across and five feet high arises 
out of the pool ad forms the 
platform for the bronze figure 
“The Boy and the Boot”. 

The statue depicts a boy 
holding one of his boots with 
a torn toe, and water drips 
from the hole in the boot. Simi- 
lar statues made their appear- 
ance at the Centennial Exhibi- 
tion at Philadelphia in 1876. 
The statue just inside the east- 
ern entrance to the fair 
grounds was cast for the late 
John Hare by the J. L. Mott 
Iron Works of New York. 

The figure was given by Mrs 
Hare of Toronto to Frank 
Frew of Hast York, to be used 
by him to the best advantage 
of the B.W.V.F.

New York, (UPI) — 
composer Moron Gould was ap- 
proached about writing the or- 
iginal score for the new “World 
War 1” documentary series on 
CBS-TV his reaction was a com- 
ination of being flattered, and| 
skepticism. 

‘T was concerned about the 
gigantic amount of music that 
would be required,” he said. 
“There was to be music) 
throughout every minute of) 
each half-hour program, There 
were to be no sound effects 
The whole mood was to be cre-| 
ated and sustained by music) 
and narration. 

“There were to be separate 
and original scores for 26 epi- 
sodes, each score meaningfully 
related to the others. So, you 
can understand that I felt) 
slightly overwhelmed at the} 
magnitude of the project.” | 

But Gould is somewhat re-| 
laxed about the project now 
that he has written, orchestrat- 
ed and recorded the scores for 
nine episodes of the series that 
will be introduced tomorrow 
night 8-8:30. 

The composer-conductor, 
whose works long have been 
known in concert halls, radio. 
television the stage and recor- 
dings, said he decided at the 
outset that, with an occasional 
exception, he would not incor- 
porate any popular tunes of 
World War 1 into his scores. He 
set out to create a musical at- 
mosphere of appropriate mo- 
ments, of the popular ingre- 
dients of the period.’ 

“Another problem,” Gould 
said, “was the fact that while 
there were many battle se} 
quences, there were some in 
which there was not so much as 
with no sound after it has been 
put together,’ Gould said. 
“Then, Kelinerman and I look 
at the footage on a movieola 
with a cue sheet that has 
every scene listed with footage 
that I translate into timings. 

As I watch the movieola, I 
block the scenes into sequences 
and mark them off on my cue 


When sheets with whatever

com- 
ments are necessary as remind- 
ers of particular effects or 
climaxes. Then I go home and 
compose sequence by  se- 
quence, As I compose, every- 
a vun-shot. I had to get away 
from the easy percussive un- 
derling of battle scenes and 
give musical character to non- 
combative sequences that still 
would conyey the starkness 
and cataclysmie character of 
the over-all situation.” 

Gould found that his job 
kept him working far into the 
night. What with composing, 
attending screenings, record- 
ing sessions, “mixes” and 
other technical sessions ne- 
cessary to finanlizing episodes, 
he often has worked until 3 
or 4 a.m. 

“But it has been rewarding 
to work with a creative pro- 
ducing team of the calibre of 
executive producer Burton | 
Benjamin and co-producers} 
Isaac Kelinerman and John} 
Sharnik,” Gould said. ‘To say 
nothing of having Alfredo An- 
tonini as conductor and sympa- 
thetic interpreter of the musi- 
cal sound track.” 

Naturally, Gould sees every 
film of the series as it is patch- 
ed together from old sequences 
of the period some footage 
never seen before. 

“First, I see it on a screen 
thing is timed so that the mu- 
sic is tailored precisely to the| 
picture.” 

Asked if he thought his music 
for “World War 1” could and 
would have a future of its own 
apart from the television 
screen, Gould said: o 

“There is still a lot of music 
to be written before the series 
is over. My first concern is 
that I keep up creatively with 
the pictures as they are ready. 
As for the scores having a life 
of their own, I think there will) 
be a substantial amount of 
music that can be listened to} 
on its own merits. I hope $0, 
But that-will be up to the lis-| 
tening public.”

British political analysts say 
it was Winston Churchill’s vio- 
lation of this unwritten rule of 
fair play which helped cost 
him the election in 1945. 

Churchill had just led his 
country through its greatest 
war. But he indulged in per- 
sonal attacks against labour 
leaders Clement (now Harl) Att- 
lee and Ernest Bevin. 

Churchill, the hero, lost and 
was replaced by Attlee at the 
Potsdam Conference of Allied 
war leaders. 

How Britons are to react to 
Wilson’s new campaign tech- 
niques will have to await the 
final proof of election day. 
Probing the new technique, 
this was the comment of the 
financial times of London: 

“Tabor has stood for many

Way of the Wild Goose 


Kingsville, Ontario —Jack Miner, 
Canada’s most noted naturalist once 
said: “In the name of God Jet us have 
place where no money changes hands 
and let that place be my home.” Since 
it opened 59 years ago, the Jack Miner 
Bird Sanctuary has been free to the 
public. 

The sanctuary, which has attracted 
literally millions of visitors, it rated as 
one of Ontario's top tourist attractions. 
Crowds far exceeding 10,000 gather at 
a time in autumn and spring to watch 
the late afternoon and evening flights. 
More than 30,000 geese marshal here 
every fall. 

Geese and other water fowl come to 
the sanctuary in autumn to find food, 
protection and rest in preparation for 
their long journey south. In spring, 
the birds stop here before the final lap 
of their flight to Baffin Island in Can- 
ada’s far north. 

Tn order to study their migratory be-' 
havior, the thirds are caught in a wild 
goose trap and banded. Hach band 
bears a verse of scripture as well as 
Jack Miner’s name and that of his home 
town. Many geese have been netted 
for the second time. One caught a 
year ago had been banded 20 years 
earlier.

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“Nature’s Air Show” 


Port Stanley, Ontario—A high bluff 
just north of this Lake Erie resort vil- 
lage is one of the best spots in North 
America to witness the fall migration 
of broad-winged hawks and their wily 
eagle cousins. 

The promontory is appropriately nam- 
ed Hawk Cliff and the annual spectacle 
has been described by naturalists as 
“Nature's Air Show.” Upwards of 50,- 
000 hawks, along with many other 
species including the bald and golden 
eagle, have been counted in a single 
day at the peak of migration time. 

After leaving their breeding grounds 
in the afr north these birds gather in 
an ever-widening flock as they wing 
their way south for winter. Hundreds 
of thousands of them fly past this area 
year after year. 

This year the Federation of Ontario 
Naturalists arranged a field gath- 
ering for the week end of Sept. 19 and 
920 at Hawk Gliff to observe the spec- 
tacular flight. Experts were on 
hand to spot and identify the various 
species and help photographers 
get dramatic shots. Some species fly 
exceptionally low and make photo tak~ 
ing easy even for amateurs, but tele- 
photo equipment produces the best re- 
sults. 

According to James Woodford, the 

federation’s managing director, the 
hawks, for reasons best known to 
themselves, refuse to fly over wide bod- 
jes of water. They follow a souther- 
ly course oyer the province and cross 
the Detroit River at Leamington, Ont. 


Previous field gatherings have at-- 
tracted hawk fanciers from many U.S. 


centres, particularly New York, New 
Jersey, Michigan and Pennsylvania, 
with many staying in Port Stanley for 
as long as a week. A  naturalist’s 
club from Buffalo is this year planning 
a special week-end outing to the area. 

Best conditions for flight in large 
kettles, or flocks, is when the wind is 
blowing from the north. 

To reach Hawk Cliff, drive south 
from St. Thomas on Highway 4 and 
watch for F.0.N. Guide signs, about one 
mile north of Port Stanley. Entry 
points to Ontario for U. S. visitors 
would be Buffalo and Niagara Falls or 
Detroit.

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Parliament needs revitalizing 


New Democrat Leader T. C. Doug- 
las has proposed two basic changes 
in parliamentary rules to “modernize 
and speed-up parliament without crip- 
pling discussion”. Douglas said the 
reasons for the changes were that 
“parliament was “in the air’ and the 
institution was under a shadow. 

“Although the changes may be a 
wrench for the traditionalists,” he 
said, “their consequences would be 
revitalizing, not revolutionary.” 

Parliament needs revitalizing, and 
the proposals made by New Democrat 
Leader Douglas merit careful study. 
They could well form the basis for a 
much needed reform. 

Douglas suggests, an annual parlia- 
mentary timetable, with periods set 
aside for house debates, for commit- 
tee work and for constituency visits. 

—The adoption of the allocation-of- 
time rule to pre-determine the length 
of debate through all party negotiation 
and agreement. 

—Assure house consideration and 
disposal of committee recommenda- 
tions, give continuity of committees 
from session to session; give them a 
right to a secretariat; reduce the size 
of committees. 

—Drastically change the “want of 
confidence” motions by bringing for- 
ward departmental estimates in one 
motion instead of six, and allow up to 
six special confidence debates a year 
when demanded on notice by 10 or 
more members: 

Limit speeches by allowing the 
Prime Minister and the leader of the 
opposition 90 minutes, any lead-off 
party spokesman 40 minutes and all 
other members 30 minutes.. 

—Hliminate debate on the resolution 
stage of a money bill unless there is 
unanimous demand for it. 

—BExtend time on private members’ 
bills coupled wtih a guarantee in the 
rules that they come to a vote. 

—End appeals of Speaker's rulings on 
motions to adjourn regular debate to 
discuss a matter of special urgency, 
but allow proposers of such motions to 
make statement on the question. 

—Increase the quorum in the house 
(now 20 members) and tighten up at- 
tendance requirements. 

—Adopt permanently the provisional 
changes which streamlined procedure 
on motions, oral questions, and the 
production of papers. 

Douglas, in recommending the 10 
changes said they need not be adopted 
in toto. But he said, the most vital, 
yet indefinite factor in parliamentary 
reform was an open, trusting leader- 
ship, particularly from the Prime Min- 
ister and the leader of the opposition. 


Qualifications 


It has been suggested that IQ exam- 
inations be given to potential mayors, 
reeves, councillors and members of 
boards and commissions to ensure 
that those elected are capable of man- 
aging in a proper fashion the affairs of 
government.entrusted to them. Simil- 
arly such a procedure might be a re- 
quirement for members of parliament, 
who would be required to take the test 
and if they fail to receive the minimum 
mark would not be eligible to sit. 

Of course these suggestions were 
taade with tongue in cheek, for a high 
1Q reading does not necessarily fit one 
for the arduous duties of public office. 

However there is one field in which 
more interest should be taken, and 
more qualifications required before 
election. This is the matter of school 
trustees. All too often these are re- 
turned to office by acclamation and 
voters take little interest in these men 
and women, who are never-the-less 
an enormous percentage of the tax 
dollar. 

Perhaps it is not necessary to in- 
sist that schoo) trustees have as many 
qualifications as the teachers they 
hire, but voters at election time should 
satisfy themselves the men that stand 
are capable of guiding the educational 
future of our children. In addition 
more capable men and women should 
be encouraged to stand for these vital 
boards.

Avoid accidents 
in home workshop 


Many employees, in this do-it- 
yourself age, have home workshops. 
The workshops may range from a 
small area with a collection of mis- 
cellaneous tools in a corner of the 
garage to a well-equipped shop deyot- 
ed to such hobbies as woodworking, 
metal-working, radio, or electronics. 
Although relatively few employees 
use hand or power tools in their reg- 
ular work, many use them extensive- 
ly off the job in home or automobile 
repair work or in following their hob- 
bies. To help prevent home work- 
shop injuries, these points may be 
useful in your contacts with employees: 

PLAN THE JOB. Obtain proper tools 
if you do not already have them. 
Many home workshop accidents are 
eaused through the use of makeshift 
tools or equipment. Be sure you use 
the right tool for the job. Special-pur- 
pose tools and equipment can often be 
rented from hardware stores or rental 
services. These will often make the 
job easier as well as safer. 

MAKE SURE YOUR TOOLS ARE IN 
GOOD CONDITION. Loose, broken, or 
split handles, dull cutting edges, un- 
grounded electrical power tools, and 
unguarded power saws all are potential 
causes of injury. 

USE PERSONAL PROTECTIVE 
EQUIPMENT, Safety glasses, gloves, 
and safety shoes are just as important 
to you in your home workshops as they 
are on the job. Wear them whenever 
you work with tools. 

KEEP CHILDREN AWAY FROM 
TOOLS. Tools are not playthings; 
they can cause injuries, particularly 
if children are allowed to play with 
them. Confine the use of tools to your 
older children—those mature enough 
to realize the hazards. Teach them 
the proper use of tools and exercise 
close supervision, especially while the 
youngsters are learning. 

Observance of these practices in 
your home workshop will reduce acci- 
dent and injuries—not only to you 
but to your family as well.

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Sir Alec Douglas-Home, Prime Minister of Britain 


(UPD—Sir Alec Douglas-Home is 4 
lean, langorous aristocrat who gave up 
an hereditary Peerage a year ago to 
attempt a political miracle—the rescue 
of the Conservative Party from the 
brink of defeat. There were indica- 
tions today he may pull it off. 

When the 14th Earl of Home (pro- 
nounced Hume), as he was then, suc- 
ceeded Harold Macmillan as Prime 
Minister last October, one public opin- 
jon poll gave the opposition Labor 
party a 20 percent lead. Several polls 
now almost on the eve of the test show 
them running neck and neck, 

Douglas-Home was born in 1902 — 
the first British Prime Minister to-be 
of the 20th century — and christened 
Alexander, a name he prefers to short- 
en to Alec. His family owned hund- 
reds of thousands of arces of Scottish 
Jand and had given generations of ser- 
yice—plus three convicted traitors — 
to the crown. 


He received a top drawer education 
at Eton and Oxford and moved im- 
mediately into Conservative party pol- 
itics, winning his first parliamentary 
seat at the age of 28. 


He was parliamentary private sec- 
retary to Prime Minister Neville Cham- 
berlain during the Munich period—a 
favorite point among his critics—and 
entered the army when war broke out. 

Then occurred what may have been 
the turning point of his life. He con- 
tracted spinal tuberculosis and cour- 
ageously elected to undergo what still 
is a risky operation. The operation 
succeeded, but Douglas-Home spent 
two years flat on his back in a plaster 
cast. He used the time to delve deep- 
ly into history and the nature of com- 
munism. 

Like the polio of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, this period seems to have steeled 
the young blueblood who had preferred 
cricket and butterfly collecting to more 
serious pursuits. (He later credited his 
doctors with “performing the impos- 
sible task of putting a backbone into 
a politician.”) 

He returned to parliament in 1943, 
lost his seat in the Labor landslide 
of 1945, but regained it in 1950, one 
year before his father died and he left 
the House of Commons for the House 
of Lords. r 


In 1960, Macmillan chose the al- 
most unknown Lord as his Foreign 
Secretary. The press dubbed him the 
“Faceless Earl” but he proved a quiet, 
competent executor of Macmillan’s 
policy. 


Home was a long shot again last Oc- 
tober when illness forced Macmillan’s 
resignation. He appeared genuinely re- 
luctant to give up his peerage and re- 
turn to the lion’s den of the Commons. 


When Macmillan chose him as his 
successor, the press again pictured him 
as a sacrificial lamb being thrown to an 
electoral slaughter. But he waged a 
vigorous campaign to win a parlia- 
mentary seat in Scotland. He has de- 
veloped a smooth, unassuming televis- 
ion manner. And he has been criti- 
cized for neglecting his parliamentary 
duties to speak at political meetings 
all over the nation. 


At 64 Douglas-Home remains a 
“gentleman amateur” of politics. Where 
Macmillan was a ruthless parliament- 
ary tactician, Douglas-Home is almost 
self-effacing, charming and hard- 
working. His year as Premier has 
seen few innovations or grand designs. 
He has used a “business as usual’ calm 
to restore his party’s popularity after 
the controversial excursions of the 
Macmillan years. 

The Prime Minister is a six footer 
and still reedy as a shcoolboy. He gives 
an appearance of delicacy, but prefers 
fishing and outdoor life of his Scot- 
tish estates to the faster pace of Lond- 
on. 


Like his opponent, Harold Wilson, 
Douglas-Home married a clergyman’s 
daughter. Their 28 years of marriage 
have brought a son, three daughters 
and two grandchildren. One his broth- 
ers is Playwright William Douglas- 
Home, who recently authored a hit 
play called “The Reluctant Peer,” a- 
bout a nobleman who planned to give 
up his Peerage to become Prime Min- 
ister.

Spinning in the rain 

A solution to the motor-cyclist’s 
problem of seeing through his goggles 
when it is raining was reported on re- 
cently by Denis Desoutter in the BBC 
General Overseas Service ‘Science and 
Industry’ programme. “Instead of 
goggles he can now wear a personal, 
spinning windscreen that throws off 
the water by centrifugal force”, said 
Desoutter. “This visor is saucer- 
shaped, about a foot across, and is 
mounted on ball-bearings on the front 
of the crash helmet. The ingenious 
thing is that slots cut in the edge of 
the transparent saucer make it act like 
a windmill, so that it is spun round by 
the wind as you go. These spinning 
visors are made by Cleaver Hume Lim- 
ited.” 


Catalyst of Growth 


As Summer gives way to Fall and the 
rising generation flocks back to the 


classroom, the nation’s economists are ~ 


to be found marvelling at the sustained 
growth being demonstrated by the Can- 
adian economy. 

And, in truth, we are witnessing a 
remarkable performance by any stand- 
ard. After three-and-a-half years of 
continuous expansion, the economy, 
far from tiring, shows itself more vig- 
orous than ever. All the indications 
suggest that the real gain in national 
wealth in 1964 will exceed the most 
optimistic predictions. 

Not the least pleasing feature of this 
broad economic advance is the impact 
it is haying on employment. This can 
be seen most dramatically in the fact 
that there were fully a quarter of a 
million more Canadians at work this 
summer than last. Even more sig- 
nificant, one-third of these had a job in 
manufacturing industry. 

The importance of this jump in the 
manufacturing labour force lies not 
only in the busier factories of which it 
is a reflection, but also in the addition- 
al indirect employment to. which it 
automatically gives rise. Increased 
manufacturing activity necessarily im- 
plies increased purchases of a wide 
range of goods and services on the part 
of companies and employees alike. The 
net effect is a substantial boost to’ em- 
ployment in other segments of the ec- 
onomy, and this is certainly what has 
happened since the current upswing 
got under way in 1961. 

Manufacturing’s decisive role as the 
catalyst of economic growth is further 
underlined in the latest review of cap- 
ital expenditure plans published by the 
Department of Trade and Commerce. 

Estimates of total spending this year 
are sharply up, with manufacturing in- 
dustry accounting for the largest up- 
ward revisions. All in all, Canada’s 
manufacturers now expect to invest 
well over seventeen hundred million 
dollars in new plant and equipment, an 
increase of four hundred million dol- 
lars (or 31 percent) over 1963. 

This is as massive a vote of confi- 
dence in the country’s future as could 
be wished for. It will do much to fur- 
ther nourish the economy and raise 
productivity, thereby improying our 
competitive position in relation to oth- 
er industrial nations. And it certainly 
adds up to a highly effective retort to 
those who question the desirability of 
rising corporate earnings. 

The immediate economic outlook, 
then, is distinctly encouraging. Yet 
those who make important national de- 
cisions must look beyond the next few 
months and weigh the implications of 
recent authorative warnings that the 
long-term problem is less one of mere- 
ly maintaining the current rate of ec- 
onomiec growth than of safely acceler- 
ating it. —Industry,

Thick, juicy pork chops, 
gently simmered in a_ spicy 
sauce. make a tantalizing main 
dish for any meal, Choose 
fresh looking pork chops with 
plenty of meat for the amount 
of bone. Chops should be at 
least three-quarters inch thick 
to remain tender and juicy 
when cooked.

Congress calls 
for improved

Washington, (UPI) — The 
long-awaited judgement of the 
Warren Commission that Lee 
Harvey Oswald was the lone 
assassin of president John F. 
Kennedy touched off congres- 
sional demands Monday for im- 
proved protection of the presi- 
dent. 

Senate majority leader Mike 
Mansfield, Mont., led the calls 
for action after the report of 
the President’s Commission 
into the assassination was 
made public Sunday night. 

Mansfield said he hoped the 
commission’s 12 recommenda- 
tions for tightening security

and lapses” in the field of pre- 
sidential protection. 

The Commission said there 
Was no evidence Oswald was 
a part of any kind of conspir- 
acy, foreign or domestic. It 
also said there was no evidence 
the emotional climate in Dallas 
on Nov. 22, 1963 had anything 
to do with the murder. 

The Commission conceded 
it could recommend no fool- 
proof system for protecting a 
president in view of the his- 
toric need for the chief execu- 
tive to mingle with the people. 
But it added: 

‘The Commission has, how- 
ever, from its examination of 
the facts of President Ken- 
nedy’s assassination made cer- 
tain recommendations which 
it believes would, if adopted, 
materially improve on the pro- 
cedures in effect at the time of 
President Kennedy’s Assissina- 
tion and result in a substan- 
tial lessening of the danger.”

to the secret service which has 
been charged since 1902 with 
the responsibility for protect- 
ing the President. Primarily. 
they would put an overseer in 
charge of the agency and give 
it 205 more men at a cost of

I keep repeating, ad nauseum 
for some, that one of the most 
common stumbling blocks in 
making a true diagnosis is the 
suggestion of age. Not only pa- 
tients, but physicians, are 
guilty of falling into the trap: 
“He's too old to have this,” 
“she’s too young to have that.” 

Consider, for example, ulcer- 
ative colitis. Commonly it is 
looked upon as a disease of the 
relatively young. A thirty 
year-old man comes in com- 
plaining of weight loss, de- 
crease in strength, crampy ab- 
dominal pains, diarrhea. rectal 
bleeding. . The physician is im- 
mediately suspcious of ulcera- 
tive colitis. He does a sibmoi- 
doscopic examination (observa- 
tion of the lower bowel through 
a lighted metallic tube) and 
often finds the evidence: in- 
flamatory changes, bleeding 
and ulcers.

PSYCHIC SHOCKS 

What sets off an attack in 
the elderly? It may be due to 
the loss of a family member, 
to sudden financial reverses, 
following injury in an accident, 
or similar shocks to the psyche.

HYPERVENTILATION 

Dear Dr, Steinerohn; In a re- 
cent column you mentioed 
“hypervetilation.” Will you 
explain briefly? Mrs. R. 

COMMENT: To make it 
simple, it means over-breath- 
ing. Wither by taking deep 
breaths or by unconsciously 
taking many rapid, shallow 
breaths, hour after hour with- 
out realizing it. Excessive 
yawning can do it, too. 

At bottom, the fault is in a 
poor balance between oxygen 
and carbon dioxide. This caus- 
es changes in the acid-alkaline 
balance in the blood, faulty 
oxygen supply for the circula- 
tion in the brain and other in- 
voivements, As a result, the pa- 
tient feels jittery, nervous, has 
palpitation, excessive perspir- 
ation, headaches and other

Dear Dr. Steinerohn: I do} 
not like water. How much it it) 
really necessary for me to 
drink?=Mrs. K. | 

Comment: I won’t go into a 
study of the physiological 
needs of the body for water. 
It is sufficient to say that your 
body’s cells function in an en- 
vironment that is fluid. It 
must constantly be replenish- 
ed. Otherwise we suffer 
from what is known as dehy- 
dration. 

Besides, even when you are 
taking fluids, you are constant- 
ly losing them. You lose mois- 
ture in exhaling; in per 
spiration; in bowel movements 
(especially in diarrhea); and in 
the urine. Replacement is es- 
sential to health and actual) 
survival. 

WATER IS STILL NEEDED 

Some say they get sufficient 
fluids in their coffee, tea and 
milk. It may be true that these | 
sources supply a good amount 
of fluid. However, most per- 
sons require the actual sup- 
plementation of water itself.
